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Board Supports 
6-County Mass 
Transit District 


The Schaumburg Village Board acted 


Tuesday to support formation of a six* 
county mass transportation district ex- 
cluding the City of Chicago and the Chi- 
cago Transit Authority. 
' The board voted to endorse pending 
slate legislation to form the district, and 
also passed a resolution opposing another 
pending stato bill which would include 
the CTA. 


Action was taken after trustees beard 


a presentation by Mayor Howcll Hollo- 
mann of Lombard. Schaumburg Mayor 
Robert 0. Atcher urged* the resolutions 
bo approved last week, but the board de- 
ferred until members had a time to 
study the measures and talk to Hollo- 
mann. 


Hollomann Is chairman of the Six- 


County Mass Transportation Study com- 
mittee, of which Atcher Is a member. 
The committee developed the bill which 
would exclude the CTA, 


COUNTIES REPRESENTED arc sub- 


urban Cook, DuPage, Kane, McHcnry 
and Will Hollomann said the "entire 
committee worked together" to achieve 
a mutually desirable measure. 


"Three bills are pending," said Hollo- 


mann, "but one is not supported by the 
City of Chicago." Mayor Atcher de- 
scribed the Chicago Metropolitan Area 
Transportation System (CMATS) as 
"dead." 


Of the two remaining bills, Chicago is 


supporting one and the six-county com- 
mittee the other. "There will probably be 
a compromise bin come out," said Hollo-

Bill 4313 or the Metropolitan Trans- 
portation Authority (MTA), would extend 
the CTA to Include the six counties. It is 
objectionable, said Holloman, because 
the CTA "doesn't serve all the commu- 
nities" in the counties, and because 
areas outside Chicago would not be rep- 
resented on the governing board.

eration of the suburban area," Hollo- 
manu said. 


The bill supported by the committee, 


House Bill 4362, would provide a Subur- 
ban Area Transportation System, with a 
nine member governing board. Hollo- 
mann termed it wise "from the stand- 
point of the fear of individual municipal- 
,itlcs" that they would have no voice or 
control In determining routes or oper- 
ations. 


"A major concern of the committee," 


Holloman said, "is that thus far all pub- 
lic transportation routes have been into 
or out of the City of Chicago, and provide 
nothing for persons going from one sub- 
urb to another. To accomplish a trip be-, 
twccn suburbs, a person must go into the 
city on one route and come out on anoth- 
er. A' suburban system would promote 
north-aouth transportation." 


"We were in general agreement, but • 


we really don't know If the municipalities 
agree with us or not," Hollomann said in ' 
reference to the committee members. 
"We will have to testify hi favor of this 
hi the next few weeks before the gover- 
nor's Task Force," he said. 


"UP TO THIS point, no one would lis- 


ten to us. Right or wrong, they are listen- 
Ing now," he noted. 


Commenting the population of subur- 


ban areas now exceeds the Chicago popu- 
lation, Trustee Raymond Kessell said 
"we now in no way, shape or form have 
an equal voice." 


In thanking the board for its support, 


Hollomann commented "your president 
has been one'of the hardest working" 
committee members.

For Hitting Cop 


Village Will 
File Lawsuit 
Against Firm 


Suit will be filed by the Village of' 


Schaumburg against Morwell Builders- 
for violations in aide, rear and front yard - 
footage provided around five new homes 
constructed by the firm. 


The village board voted Tuesday to 


grant variations for the homes, only one 
of which is believed to be currently occu- 
pied, according to building department' 
officials. Occupancy permits had not 
been issued for the other four as of yes- 
terday, and purchasers of at least some 
of the homes are believed to be waiting 
permission to move in. 


Three of the homes are located on Ash* 


wood Court, and two are on Cottonwood 
Court. They violate yard ordinances by 
one foot, five feet, six feet, 5% feet and 
13 feet. 


IN DISCUSSING THE variations, May- 


or Robert 0. Atcher said it had been sug- 
gested during a public hearing the* build- 
ing department should have caught the 
violations, and stopped work on the 
homes. 


"We don't agree with that idea at all," 


said Atcher, saying it would be similar to 
blaming police for crimes committed be- 
cause the police were not on the scene to 
stop the crimes. 


Atcher also compared the Morwell vio- 


lations with those earlier noted by the 
village in homes built by Levitt and 
Sons, another construction firm. In the 
Levitt case, the nouses bad the legally 
allowable dimensions for the lots, but by 
"human error" were misplaced on them. 
The Morwell homes are "too large to go 
on the lots in the first place," said the 
mayor. The developer "knowingly placed 
these homes on the lots in violation of the' 
ordinances," he alleged.' 


With the Levitt homes, the board did 


not file suit but accepted a $806 donation 
for the proposed hospital in the village.. 
In this case, said Atcher, the village, 
through court action, will seek the max- 
imum penalty of $500 on four of the 
homes and something less on the fifth 
per violation.

and is also a form of expression, said 
Broderson. 


Since the building unit began, children 


have been taking a keen look at the com- 
munity they live in, he added. They are 
eager to show off the things they see go- 
ing on around them.

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Wants Issue Clarified 
Outside Storage 
Raises A Furor 


«• ^ 


A request for a change In the zoning 


ordinance to allow outside storage of 
rental equipment "opened up a Pan- 
dora's Box" Tuesday at the Hoffman Es- 
tates Zoning Board of Appeals meeting. 


David C. Foster, owner of the United 


Rent-All Store, BO E. Golf M, requested 
a hearing to clarify the issue of outside 
storage. The zoning ordinance for busi- 
ness districts does not mention outside 
storage, although It has been interpreted 
in the past as prohibiting such storage. 


THE REQUEST, according to several 


board members, is a Pandora's Box, be- 
cause It potentially involves storage In 
business and manufacturing districts, 
and the parking of rental trucks at ser- 
vice stations and auto rental estab- 
lishments. 
• 


Foster, who bought the franchise busi- 


ness last April, said he was unaware at 
the time that he could not store outside 
or park rental vans and trucks. 


"1 want to know what I can expect 


from the village In the future, and what 
the village expects from me," Foster 
said. 


The business is primarily, for home- 


owners' equipment rental, Foster said, 
but the renting of vans, trailers, and 
trucks could be a lucrative sideline. 


Storage Is a problem already, he said, 


adding he would like to store such Items 
as ladders, wheelbarrows, and small por- 
table cement mixers outside. 


The Issue of storing rental trucks out- 


side has come up before, but has not 
been dealt with, Bob Valentino, zoning 
board chairman said. 
,

BOARD MEMBERS agreed the renting 


of vans and trailers and outside storage 
should be clarified in an ordinance. The 
ordinance could possibly stipulate that it 
applied only to rental stores, Valentino 
said. 


However, writing an ordinance so it 


will stand up legally and be enforceable 
will be a lengthy process, said .Charles 
Ritz, zoning board member. 


Defining "outside storage" and "a 


rental establishment" will be the major 
problem in writing the ordinance, board 
members said. A subcommittee was ap- 
pointed to study the question and bring 
back suggestions to the Nov. 21 zoning 
meeting, based on what other villages 
have done. 


Since writing an ordinance will take 


several years, Foster asked if he could 
get a temporary permit to park trucks 
and store certain Items outside. 


Liquor License Increase 
Gets Final Board Approval 


Final approval was granted for one- 


third across-the-board hikes In liquor li- 
censes in Schaumburg Tuesday night. 


Preliminary action on the increases 


was taken lost week, when the village 
board directed its attorney to prepare an 
ordinance amendment providing the In- 
creases. This week the board waived 
first reading on the amendment, and 
granted final DOSSOB* 


The increases opply*lor sales of liquor, 


beer and wine as packaged goods for 
consumption on the premises, under var- 
ying class licenses, and for combinations 
of different class licenses. 


Approval came after Mrs. Betty En- 


bysk, 338 Bradford, questioned justifica- 
tion for the increase, saying she under- 
stood liquor licenses could not be used as 
a revenue producing measure. She asked 
In what ways village expenses of issuing 
the licenses had increased. 


VILLAGE ATTY. Jack Slcgol respond- 


ed that liquor licenses arc among the few 
areas In which municipalities may 
charge fees for revenue. Whether or not 
a board docs so Is a matter of policy, he 
said. 


Mrs. Enbysk also questioned action by 


the board last acck In accepting dona- 
tion of a voluntary fine from Levitt and 


Sons, a construction firm, made out to 
the Schaumburg facility for Rush Pres- 
bytcrian-St. Luke's Medical Center. "Do 
not fines normally go directly to the gen- 
eral fund?" asked Mrs. Enbysk. She said 
she was asking merely for information, 
and was "questioning what we* might 
find In the next violation." 


Mayor Robert 0. Atcher responded the 


village saw the violations for which Lev- 
itt paid the fine-donation, as "human er- 
ror," and the village "didn't feel it was 
worthy of court action." 


At the same time, said Atcher, the de- 


veloper might "remember to be > more 
careful next time" If he had made a con- 
tribution to benefit the people of Schaum- 
burg for the current violations. 


Slcgcl also noted that prosecution for 


violations Is not a board decision, but is 
a matter for the concern of the police 
department and the village president. 
They must decide if sufficient violation 
exists to warrant filing legal action seek- 
ing a fine, ho said. 


The handling of the Levitt case was 


"not by any means an unusual proce- 
dure, really not an extraordinary proce- 
dure," Slcgcl said. He also pouted out a 
court might not award a fine If suit were 
filed. 


See Action On Park Tax Claims 


Some effort toward resolving a number 


of delinquent tax claims against property 
owned by the Hoffman Estates Park Dis- 
trict should come next month, according 
to park district lawyers. 


The tax claims, some pending since 


1060 and 1961, will be heard In the Cook 
County Circuit Court on Nov. IS. 


Park Commissioner Fred Weaver said 


Tuesday that the claims arc against sev- 
eral pieces of property, including Pingcr, 
Cottonwood and Vogelel Parks, which 
were part of the district when it was in- 
corporated. 


He sold pork and village officials at 


the time the land was donated to the dis- 
trict failed to file for tax exempt status 
on the property Immediately and sub- 
sequently, delinquent taxes and penalties 
began to accumulate. . 


In a letter from park district attorney 


Don Rose, the board was advised to pay 
claims amounting to more then $7,000 to 


settle some of the delinquent claims. 


WEAVER SAID that he did not feel the 


figure represented an accurate amount 
on the total taxes owned. 


"In previous discussions, the amount 


has been considerably less," Weaver 
sold. Ho added that part of the problem 
might stem from an accurate division on 
the taxes owed on the Vogelei Park 
property. 


Board president Tom Barber instruct- 


ed park district director Al Binder to In- 
vestigate the matter further before any 
action Is taken on the claim payment 
recommendation. - 


Park officials and possibly several vil- 


lage officials will be asked to testify at 
the tax Injunction proceedings to the fact 
that the property was within the Hoff- 
man Estates Park District. Park offi- 
cials said this may help to defray a por- 
tion of the delinquent tax claims.

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Grossly Misrepresented, Says Atcher 


Schaumburg Mayor Robert Atcher 


Tuesday contended he was "grossly mis- 
represented" In recent stories and edito- 
rials in The' Herald'dealing with storm 
water retention at Woodfield Mall. 


"It was never suggested there be a 


dam at the edge of that ditch," said At- 
cher, in response to accusations he said 
a choke dam was constructed in a drain- 
age ditch leading from the mall to Salt 
Creek. 


"I never said there was a dam either," 


said the mayor. He said he had pointed 
out an area of water retention to a Her- 
ald reporter, but never claimed a dam 
was installed. 


"Everything I said (concerning the 


retention) was an absolute fact. I said 
nothing that was not true," said Atcher. 
"I again was grossly misrepresented," 
he said. 


Atcher also commented on statements 


attributed to Richard Lanyon and Ayoub 
Y. Talhamf, supervising engineers with 
the Metropolitan Sanitary District of 
Greater Chicago (MSD) at a meeting 
Friday night with the Timbercrest 
Homeowners Association. 


Atcher said he had called Talhami and 


questioned him about the comments 
quoted in Monday's edition of The Her- 
ald. 


Talhami also said he was "grossly mis- 


represented," said Atcher, and denied 
ever saying that Timbercrest subdivision 


or part of it was built on a flood plain. 


"It's not true," said Atcher. On a por- 


tion of the Dirksen School site there was 
a spot where drainage was above 
ground, and to permit development two 
to three feet of fill was spread and a 42- 
inch storm sewer was installed, Atcher 
said. Talhami, contacted yesterday, was 
reluctant to use adjectives about the situ- 
ation, and only said three feet of fill was 
used to build up land around the sewer. 


Regarding the Woodfield dam question, 


Atcher said Talhami told him Lanyon 
said only that the mall's construction vio- 
lated no laws and that regulations on site 
water detention was not in effect until 
this year, after Woodfield was construct- 
ed.

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Nixon-McGovera TV Debate?- No Way 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - Picture tills: 


With million* watching on television, 
George McGovern polnta at President 
Nixon and challenges him to explain 
what part the White House played in the 
Watergate bugging. 


Democrat* dream of such a face-to- 


face encounter, but there is no chance of 
It happening in these final three weeks of 
the presidential campaign. 


The President, like all previous White 


House Incumbents, wants no repeat of 
the so-called "groat debates" of 1960 - 
when be faced John F. Kennedy. 


But, congressional Democrats who 


wanted debates curiously bungled a 
chance to pass a bill to pave the way for 
televised confrontations. If Nixon vetoed 
the measure, as was predicted, the 
Democrats could have claimed an issue 
of sorts. 


The bill won Senate approval but be- 


came stalled in the House Commerce 
Committee, and there is no chance that 
Chairman Harloy 0.' Staggers, D-W.Va., 
will allow It to be sent to the House floor 
la the last hours of this session. 


80MB DEMOCRATS privately sug- 


gested that refusal by the House lead- 
ership to back Staggers hi a 1871 fight 
with CBS President Frank Stanton may 
have caused Staggers to keep the bill 
bottled up. 


Speaker Carl Albert supported the bill 


to allow broadcasters to make free time 
available to major party candidates for 
president and vice president without 
making equal time available to minor 
candidates. 


Albert's position didn't budgo Staggers 


but he maintained that failure to report 
the bill had "nothing In the world to do" 
with his unsuccessful effort to clto Stan- 
ton for contempt of Congress last year. 


"We just never had time to get to it," 


said Staggers of the measure passed by 
the Senate last March. 


However, sources in the House say 


Staggers has not forgiven the Democrat- 
ic leadership for opposing his efforts to 
clto Stanton for contempt after be re- 
fused to turn over outtakcs from the CBS 
television documentary "The Selling of 
the Pentagon." 


Staggers discounts this. He says that 


the committee's schedule was clogged 
with Important business. "I look at reali- 
ties," ho said. "I don't think the Presi- 
dent would have debated on television." 


NEITHER DO many Republicans. 


Rep. Clarence Brown, R-Ohlo, says the 
bill was not in keeping with Nixon's 
request for repeal of equal time for all 
federal candidates — Including House 
and Senae — not just the President. 


Thus, Brown and others had expected 


a presidential veto if the bill had passed. 


And Brown adds that he is frankly puz- 
zled by the Democrats not attempting to 
pass the bill. 


Under present law, if a broadcaster 


permits a candidate of .one party to 
make an appearance,' he is obligated to 
make equal time available to all other 
candidates for the same office.' 


. The . proposed revision could have 
meant a bonanza - for the financially 
hard-pressed McGovern campaign. It 
permitted major party candidates "max- 
imum flexibility" to choose the format for 
their iree time which: Senate1 sponsors in- 
sisted would'not force a candidate Into

Stamp Notes 
Candles To Adorn Special Canadian Stamps 


The Canada Post Office bM chosen 


candles to adorn its special stamps for 
Christmas this year — the ninth con- 
secutive year It has released special 
Yuletldeadbesvles. 


Four denominations using three se- 


parate designs will be Issued Nov. 1 at 
Ottawa. Vertical stamps in 6 cents and S 
cents variety show four different size 
glowing candles. Two other Issues are on 
the horizontal - the 10 cents depicting 
candles amid fruits and bowls and the 15 
cents stamp showing a 15th Century 
French prayer book, a brass vase and 
two boxes. 


The designs for the four stamps were 


created from photographs by Ralph Web- 
ber of Toronto who has Imparted the sea- 
son's spirit of peace and goodwill 
through one of the oldest and most uni- 
versal symbols associated with Christ- 
mas, burning candles. 


The candle predates Christianity by 


several thousand years. In pre-Christian 
days candles and evergreens were used 
to decorate homes during midwinter fes- 
tivals celebrating the rebirth of the sun. 
Through the coincidence of the winter 
solstice festival and the feast of the Na- 
tivity the symbolism of the evergreen as 
survival and the candle as Ufe endured 
in the traditions of Christmas.

Minor electrical repairs can be han- 


dled by most homeowners. More caution 
than skill is required in such Jobs. This Is 
the chief difference between repairs on 
an electrical system and other repairs. 
Touching a live wire is the constant dan- 
ger, a danger that can be eliminated eas- 
ily. 


Just make certain there are no live 


wires. Either pull the main switch, or 
pull the fuse for the circuit you are work- 
Ing on. The Important thing here Is that 
vou remove the right fuse. 


With the power off you can handle such 


things as switch or outlet replacement or 
installation of new fixtures. 


You may want to change old noisy 


switches for silent ones or replace a 
standard switch with a dimmer. These 
Jobs are simply a matter of connecting 
the old wires to the terminals of the new 
switch or outlet. 


ITS JUST IMPORTANT that these 


wires not be live. Get yourself a neon 
tester — two wires with metal probes, 
the wires connected to a tiny neon light. 
Put the probes in an outlet or In contact 
with wires and If the neon glows the cur- 


rent is on. Try out your tester ahead of 
time so you know what It looks like when 
it is glowing. 


Lacking a tester, you can plug In a 


lamp or a night light in the outlet to see 
if It Is working. 


Pulling the main switch is a good Idea 


If you ore not sure which fuse to pulL 
The trouble with this'Is that it turns off 
everything in the house, including the re- 
frigerator. 


You con make electrical repairs even 


simpler by identifying, each fuse with its 
circuit and then placing a list on the fuse 
box door* 


Turning on all the lights and then re- 


moving the fuses one at a time will tell 
you which fuse is for which part of the 
bouse. 


WHATEVER THE repair, don't leave 


any exposed wires. Don't leave wires 
bare so they can rub against something 
or against each other. Use electrical 
tape. Tighten terminal screws. Be neat 
and thorough. 


There are nonconducting grips yon can 


put on pliers and screwdrivers to make 
the tools Insulated. Don't put your faith 
In them and chance touching live wires 


with the tools. The professional knows 
what he's doing when he does this. You 
probably don't 


Never work oa a damp floor when 


working on anything electrical 


Don't do electrical work where it or 


you may come in contact with plumbing. 
These are things that turn you into a 
ground, a path for electrical •current 
through your body —phhbtl

per cent of market value, Instead of the 
announced 20 to 23 per cent, were "Irres- 
ponsible." 


Ho also denied allegations contained In 


a 900-page report from the governor's 
Department of Local Government Affairs 
that the assessing practices of the office 
are "secretive and discriminatory." 


Two Chicago newspapers, charged 


Tuesday that Cullerton had ordered his 
staff to assess single-family homes in the 
north quadrant — including Wheeling 
and Palatine townships — at 25 per cent 
of market value Instead of the announced 
20 to 22 per cent. Tho newspapers said 
that would result • in a 19 per cent in- 
crease in assessments. 


Cullerton said he "categorically 


denies" the nUffiM'"", and assured 


Cullerton Denies 
Assessment Hike

Tho charges made by two Chicago 


newspapers Tuesday that County Asses- 
sor P. J. Cullerton has ordered a 19 per 
cent increase on reassessments of homes 
in the north quadrant of the county ap- 
pear to be unfounded. 


Tho charges, which Cullerton has de- 


nied emphatically, stem from the quad- 
rennial reassessment of property In sev- 
en suburban townships and three In Chi- 
cago. 


This year, Cullerton's office has in- 


stituted a now system of assessing, and 
it is only by coincidence the new system 
has been first applied to the north quad- 
rant. 


Basically, the new system Is based on 


fair market value of the property and 
replaces the old "bricks and mortar" 
technique which considered only repro- 
ductive cost. 


Under the new system, the assessor's 


office determines the market value of the 
property and then takes a certain per- 
centage of that value as the assessed val- 
ue. 


The assessor's office announced, when 


It Instituted the new system, that the as- 
sessment for single-family homes would 
equal 20 to 22 per cent of the market 
value. 


The newspapers have charged, how- 


ever, that Cullerton has instructed his 
staff to base the assessment on 25 per 
cent of the market value — a markup 
that would increase the assessment by 19 
percent. 


Marshall Thcroux, Wheeling Township 


assessor, said yesterday he has been 
compiling a study of the new assess- 
ments In the township In an effort to de- 
termine the results of the quadrennial as- 
sessment. 


Thcroux said the allegations mado 


against Cullerton's office appear'to'be' 
premature. Thcroux said, "We don't have 
enough public information yet to com- 
pare the 1072 assessments with the ac- 
tual sales figure of homes in the area." 


Tho township assessor added, however, 


that based on a preliminary examination 
of the figures ho has complied to date, 
"It appears there has not been a sub- 
stantial change In assessed values." 


Thcroux explained that while the old 


assessing system was not actually based 
on market value, a relationship has al- 
ways existed between assessed value and 
market value. 


That "unofficial" relationship, Thcroux 


said, was that the assessment on single- 
family homes equalled about 20 per cent 
of market value. Ho said with the figures 
available to date, it appears the same 
relationship exists. 


Additionally, an examination of the to- 


tal assessed valuations for the township 
appear to contradict the alleged 19 per 
cent Increase. 


The total assessed valuation for Wheel- 


ing Township last year was roughly 
$281,650,000. As a result of the recent as- 
sessment, the total assessed valuation 
for 1972, subject to change, Is approxi- 
mately $332,508,000, an Increase of about 
$50,830,000, or about 18 per cent. 


That would seem to support the 


charges of a 19 per cent Increase, except 
that there arc other reasons for an in- 
crease in assessed value. 


Initially, new construction in the town- 


ship of about $30 million, can account for 
60 per cent of the Increase from last 
year. 


A substantial portion of the remaining 


40 per cent of the Increase can be attrib- 
uted to the higher assessments for va- 
cant land, commercial and Industrial 
properties and the adjustments made to 
older homes. 


In other words, the 18 per cent in- 


crease In total assessed valuation can be 
attributed to new construction and as- 
sessing adjustments — and that the 20 to 
22 per cent figure for single-family 
homes remains accurate. 


Cullorton's office, however, does not 


come out of the controversy blameless. 


The difficulty in determining the rela- 


tionship between market value and as- 
sessed value exists because Cullerton's 
office refutes to disclose to anyone the 
method used for determining market 
value. 


Without that information, any attempt 


to pinpoint the relationship of market 
value to assessment Is pure speculation. 
Also, without that Information, the tax- 
payer has no way to determine If he Is 
being assessed — and therefore taxed — 
properly. 


homeowners affected by the quadremlal 
assessment they "wfrnot generally feel 
' an Increase in either assessed valuation 
or taxes because of the actions of my, 
office." 


CULLERTON SAID a new system of 


. assessing property has been instituted — 
a system which employs.the market-vak. 
ue of the property as the basis for as- 
sessing rather, than Ihe old method'of de- 
termining what it would cost to. repro- 
duce Improvements on'tbe'property., He, 
said, "This does not mean an automatic 
increase in your assessment.. IP does 
mean more equitable-treatment for all 
taxpayers, both homeowners and owners 
of commercial and Industrial proper- 
ties." 
' 


Generally, the new assessment system 


frpf resulted in higNr assessments for 
vacant land, older homes and com* 
merclal and industrial properties. The 
assessments on newer homes generally 
have been reduced through the new sys- 
tem. 


Cullerton said tho system means, "I 


will continue to assess homes at a rate 
which is approximately half the rate ap-' 
piled to commercial and industrial prop* 
ertles."

State Has Responsibility For Supporting At.Least51Per Cent Of Education 


John Nimrod

John Nimrod is a product of township 


government, but be is not sure the town- 
ship is still a needed agency. 


Nimrod, Republican candidate for 


state senator from the 4th District, has 
been a Niles Township auditor and is 
now Nllcs Township supervisor. He has 
been president of the supervisors division 
and a director of the Township Officials 
of Illinois. 


"The question of any government is," 


said Mlnrod, "is it the most eco- 
nomical one to provide service. Maybe 
the township is not.needed. Maybe anoth- 
er kind of government Is needed." 


As a senator, Nimrod said he would 


work'for legislation to delineate' the 
duties of the different levels of govern- 
ment In providing services to the people. 


BECAUSE PROBLEMS fueh as mass 


transit and flood control are pushing gov- 
ernment units together, Nimrod. consid- 
ers "regional government inevitable." 
He would, however, advocate that local 
governments have a representation in 
any regional government.and would, not 
be forced to abide by any decision they, 
did have a voice In. 


Nimrod got a late start as a candidate. 
In the March primaries, the Incumbent 


from the 4th District, John Carroll, was 
nominated to run again. Citing poor 
health, Carroll later'resigned. The Re- 
publican committee then selected Nim- 
rod to run. 


Nimrod has been endorsed by Carroll; 


John Graham, 3rd District senator; and 
Arthur Simmons, 4th District representa- 
tive,

Despite his late start, 
"Everyone 


knows I'm In the race," said'Nimrod.' 


HIS DEMOCRATIC opponent, Thomas 


Flynn, has called Nimrod a political boss 
and patronage worker for the Republican 
party In Cook County. He has also 
charged that Nimrod was not working at 
his job at the Illinois Industrial Commis- 
sion and "has defied the Internal Reve- 
nue Service." 


Nimrod has denied every one of 


Flynn's charges, calling Flynn '"an ir- 
responsible candidate" for the "frustra- 
ted, frantic and false manner in which 
this individual conducts his campaign." 


Nimrod, in turn, has charged that 


Flynn is not the "active member of the 
nols Bar Association," "professional ur- 
ban planner" and "college professor" he 
(Flynn) claims to be. 


According to a mailing Flynn sent out, 


Nimrod has been, the "subject of a Better 
Government Association Investigation." 


NIMROD HAS A LETTER from J. 


Terrence Brunner, executive director of 
BGA, which states that Nimrod has nev- 
er been the subject of an Investigation 
and no employe of BGA could be found 
who made such a statement to Flynn. 


The letter states that Brunner re- 


quested, by phone, that Flynn retract his 
statements. 


Nimrod said Flynn did retract the 


statement in a news release, but contin- 
ued to make the charge In a mailing sent 
out to residents of the 4th District. 


Nimrod 'has refused to debate with 


, Flynn because "I am happy to face the 
press or any fair process but there is no 
way I am going to give him a platform 
for him to holler out at me, and I have to 
defend myself." 


NIMROD IS NOW assistant to the 


chairman of the Illinois Industrial Com- 
mission and a project director for a state 
plan to Implement the Federal Occupa- 
tional Health and Safety Act. 


As a result of the commission's work, 


Nimrod said, "Illinois is leading in the 
federal safety plan. It is now 90 per cent 
operational." 


In addition to being township super- 


visor, Nimrod is also the elected Republi- 
can committeeman for Niles Township. 
He said If he is elected he would resign 
the supervisor position immediately, but 
w o u l d not resign from the com- 
mlttecman's position. 


Nimrod has already formed a citizens 


senatorial advisory committee. The com- 
mittee has been active during the cam- 
paign and will continue to work as an 
advisory body to Nimrod If he Is elected. 


THE COMMITTEE is designed to pro- 


vide a broad, bi-partlsan 'representation 
from throughout the 4th District ' 


Nimrod's views on various subjects 


are: 


—The state has the responsibility for 


supporting at least 51 per cent of the cost 
of education. The state school board 
should not, however, become a "czar" 
in telling what type of educations will be 
available throughout the state. 


—He would support a form of paro- 


chlald that gave tax credit or money to 
parents who want to send their children 
to parochial schools, provided such a sys- 
tem was constitutional. 


—A SYSTEM OF aid should also be 


available to families which have children 
in college. 


—State funds should not sit idle in ear- 


marked funds If such funds are no longer 
required for the purpose originally in- 
tended. 


—Control of O'Hare Airport and all 


other major airports should be the 
responsibility of the state. 


—He supports the tax relief proposals 


of Gov. Richard Ogilvie. 


—The state should supply support and 


assistance to local agencies In planning 
for flood control, specifically the deep- 
tunnel drainage system being proposed 
by the Metropolitan Sanitary District

Thomas Flynn: 


Promises To Work With Municipalities To Help Get Grant Iniormation

"A question of decency vs. corruption" 


Is the way Democrat Thomas Flynn likes 
to characterize his campaign against 
John Nimrod for the 4th District state 
senate scat 


Flynn Is running long and hard to win. 


He has vowed to take a leave of absence 
from his Cook County Department of 
Planning and Development post and 


1 
campaign 10 hours a day. And he's cer- 
tain he's going to beat Nimrod: "It's not 
• question of me beating him. Even the 
Republicans reject this man." 


A m o n g other things, Flynn has 


charged, that Nimrod ordered a county 
building department employe to break 
Into the files of George Dunne, then a 
county commissioner. Flynn also claims 
that Nimrod Is a longtime Republican 
patronage boss. 


Nimrod became the Republican nomi- 


1 
nee after John Carroll, the incumbent, 
announced he would not seek reelection. 
Tho announcement came after the 
primary last March. 


Flynn Is quick to point out that 


Nimrod did not have to go through a 
primary race to get on the ballot: "He Is 
not running.because the people nomi- 
nated him. • 
i 


"I said three weeks before (Nimrod re- 


placed Carroll) that Nimrod would go on 
the ticket and that Carroll would be 
eased out (Gov.) Ogilvie wanted him 
(Nimrod) on the ticket" 


A resident of Niles for the last '10 


years, the 34-year-old Flynn Is currently 
a law student, and expects to get his law 
degree In January. He Is currently the 
assistant commissioner of consumer 
fraud In Niles. 
• 


If elected, he promises to work closely 


with municipalities in his district to help 
them get more information about what 
grants, information and services are 
available to them from state and federal 
sources. He contends that villages miss 
out on a great deal of state and federal 
grant money simply because they either 
don't know It's available or don't'know 
. how to apply for It. 


THE PROBLEM of flooding, Flynn 


foels, Is one that could have been solved 
by now If work on the Upper Salt Creek 
Watershed Plan had begun sooner. He is 
critical of Gov. Ogilvie saying Ogilvie 
could have started the work two to four 
years ago. 


As for the rest of the flooding prob- 


lems, they could bo solved with the de- 
velopment of a comprehensive land use 
plan — something that could easily be 
put together from existing Northeast Illi- 
nois Planning Commission plans, accord- 
Ing to Flynn. 


The way to.solve flooding problems, 


says Flynn, is to persuade villages to 
abide by the comprehensive plan by of- 
fering them financial incentives in return 
for their cooperation. 
. . 


He is wary of area-wide building mora- 


\ 


toriums, pointing out .that a halt in 
construction means persons will be 
forced out of their jobs. 


ON THE SUBJECT of tow and moder- 


ate-income housing, Flynn said it should 
be available for suburban residents who 
need it He' supports. efforts now under 
way in which suburban municipal 'offi- 
cials will be asked to help draft a volun- 
tary, plan for low and moderate-Income 
housing in their areas. "Voluntary action 
is the best approach. Local people, may- 
ors, are involved." He feels the commix 
nity, by referendum, should have the fi- 
nal say on the Housing issue. 


Concerning welfare and taxes, Flynn' 


maintains there is a good deal of house- 
keeping needed at the state level. He has 
promised to work for a federal takeover 
.of welfare if he is elected. He contends 
the. responsibility for welfare payments 
became the federal government's when 
the U.S. Supreme Court struck down the 
residency requirements for welfare 


recipients. As -a result, he said, states 
like Illinois attract more than their share 
of welfare'cases because payments here 
are bigger than in some other states. 


Tax reform for Flynn means the aboli- 


tion of the personal property tax in Illi- 
nois. The loss in revenue, hopefully 
would be matched by lower expenses if 
Illinois could rid itself of the welfare pro- 
gram. 


While he wants Illinois to get out of the 


welfare business, he wants the state.to 
get more involved in the education busi- 
ness. "The state has the primary respon- 
sibility for education. If the state does 
this properly,- then we will have equal- 
ized education opportunities." ' 
c

Flynn also wants Illinois to set up job 


training centers throughout the state to 
train or retrain welfare recipients and 
thus help them •get off the welfare rolls. 
He feels labor' and management using 
state funds, could operate the centers on 
a cooperative basis.

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Dew Dr. Lamb — I am writing to atk 


for tome clarification about nitroglyccrin 
pilla.

You also said that the reason nlt- 


roglycerlns didn't harm some people is 
because they weren't fresh by the time 
they are taken. How long will they keep 
and what Is the best container to keep 
them in? I carry mine in a plastic box In 
my pocket, which I refill from time to 
time from pills contained in a small 
glass bottle of 100 pills as they come 
from the drug store. I have this refilled 
every three or four months. 


Dear Reader — Because the use of nit* 


rogylcerin tablets is widespread, It Is Im- 
portant that people really understand 
their use, benefits and dangers. Angina 
pectoris is the constricting or squeezing 
discomfort or pain in the chest associ- 
ated with heart disease. Angina lasts less 
than 10 minutes. Longer episodes may be 
a heart attack. 


Individuals who have "established ang- 


ina" with regular recurring chest dis- 
comfort of short duration and who re- 
ceive relief from this discomfort by nit- 
roglyccrin are taking the right medicine. 
The individual who has not had any ang- 
ina or chest pain for a period of several 
months and has not been taking nit- 
roglyccrin tablets, because he didn't 
need them, and then suddenly develops 
chest pains should coll Us doctor first. 


The onset of chest discomfort that re- 


sembles angina in a person who hasn't 
had angina for a month or years, often 
means a heart attack and the treatment 
is different These individuals are well 
advised not to take anything except un- 
der their doctor's recommendation, and 
ho will usually want to see them right 
away. Nitrogylccrln tablets taken at the 
onset of a heart attack (I'm not talking 
about angina) can sometimes lower the 
blood pressure and cause shock, thereby 
complicating the heart attack and may 
bo very dangerous. You can take nit- 
roglyccrin tablets to prevent angina as 
your doctor has recommended. 


Nitroglyccrin tablets will not stay fresh 


unless they are kept In a special contain- 
er. The small glass bottle with the 100 
pills that you got from the drug store Is 
carefully scaled to keep the pills fresh. 
Once the seal Is broken amd the tablets 


are exposed to the air they will gradually 
deteriorate. The rate of deterioration 
varies but you should not keep pills long- 
er than six months after the seal on the 
bottle Is broken. Most of them, if kept In 
their original bottle even though the seal 
Is broken, should be good for a period of 
three to six months.

FDA Controls 


Need Toughening 


Who ever would have thought 


there was something wrong with 
hcxachlorophcne? 


A household word and a house* 


hold staple, it was the magic in- 
gredient that for years helped us 
be a cleaner, healthier, more cos- 
metic and appealing people. 


Thousands of moms used it on 


their babies, mostly in the form of 
powders and the liquid soap Phlso- 
hcx. Thousands of dads scrubbed 
with it, mostly as part of the im- 
mensely popular Dial soap. Hospi- 
tals throughout the country have 
found it the most effective sub-, 
stance yet in treating staphylo- 
coccus Infections. 


And all of us, through massive 


m e d i a advertising campaigns, 
. have been conditioned to accept it 
' almost as part of our way of life. 


And now, by order of the Food 


and Drug Administration, it is 
being virtually eliminated from all 
the wondrous uses to which we 
have put it. Wonder ingredient to 
disgrace in one fell swoop. 


The reason cited by the FDA: 


Danger lurks in hcxnchlorophene. 


By order of the FDA: 


—Infant powders with more than 


three-fourths of one per cent hcx- 
achlorophcne must be recalled. 
They're of particular concern be- 
cause they don't wash off and arc 
usually covered by diapers. 


—Other products with more than 


three-fourths of a per cent must be 
recalled, except those In drug 
stores where they can be sold on a 
prescription basis. 


—Those with less than three- 


fourths of a per cent hcxachlor- 
ophcne and still on hand can be 
used, but further production must 
be stopped immediately. 


Pushing the FDA to its decision 


was a report from France that at 
least 21 babies died from in- 
flammation of the brain after hav- 
ing been dusted with a powder con- 
taining 6 per cent hcxachloro- 
phcne, a result of manufacturing 


error that put in twice as much of 
the substance as intended. 


It was part of a pattern of evi- 


dence that the antibacterial prod- 
uct can cause serious — and fatal 
— central nervous system damage. 
Cases reported in the United States 
included deaths of severely burned 
patients washed with a liquid hex- 
achlorophene product, and 204 
babies who died shortly after birth 
with evidence of a "definite corre- 
lation" between exposures to hex- 
nchlorophene and lesions in the 
brain system. 


The FDA stressed that there has 


been no reason to believex that 
products like Dial have played a 
role in any disablements or deaths, 
but acted out of an interest in cau- 
tion for the greater good. 


This case — and cases like it — 


bring to mind one urgent question: 
if there is peril in a product like 
hcxachlorophcne, how did it ever 
get into the marketplace, in wide 
distribution and with a promotional 
campaign to condition our wide ac- 
ceptance of it? 


In short, where was the FDA 


years ago? Where were the con- 
trols by the manufacturers and dis- 
tributors? 


We arc reminded again, In our 


mass distribution society, of the 
critical need for diligence —'for all 
possible safeguards to be taken — 
in the manufacture and approval 
for sale of a product .used by mil- 
lions of unsuspecting buyers. 


If hexachlorophene indeed is po- 


tentially perilous, it never should 
have been' released for massive 
over-the-counter sole in the first 
place. 


The hexachlorophene case under- 


lines again the need for the FDA to 
put more money and manpower 
i n t o tougher supervision bver 
what's loosed on the market, and 
for the drug and cosmetic industry 
to more rigidly test its products to 
eliminate risks to the buying pub- 
lic. 


The evidence here says in this 


case the public's trust and safety 
was not adequately protected.

Cat Ordinance Explained 


Mr. Morrey's letter which appeared in 


the Fence Post last Friday regarding my 
role in drafting the Animal Control Ordi- 
nance and my vote contained two.mis- 
statements of fact. In addition, in my 
opinion, his was a jaded picture of 
events. 


First the errors. While I am a member 


of the Environmental Control Board, I 
was not on the ECB committee which 
drafted the ordinance. Second, I voted to 
approve the ordinance with three modi- 
fications. I did not abstain. Also, for the 
record, I am one trustee who does not 
own a cat. 


At the ECB meeting which considered 


the proposed ordinance as presented by 
the committee, I voted to submit the or- 
dinance to the village board. I thought it 
was a good ordinance then. I think it is a 
good ordinance now. However, as a 
trustee I have an obligation to consider 
the views of the citizens. Those who have 
discussed this ordinance with me, in the 
majority, were opposed to several provi- 
sions in the ordinance. And it was these 
provisions which were changed. 


. We eliminated a higher license fee for 
unspayed females. At that meeting Mrs. 
Morrey stated the higher fee was OK 
with her. She raised dogs for profit, and 
would pass the higher cost on'to the buy- 
er. Dog and cat owners who contacted 
me were not as willing. 


We also eliminated the leash law provi- 


sion for cats. From the calls I have had, 
I anf not convinced that 1) most resi- 
dents believe there is a problem with 
cats, and 2) if they do/are willing to pay 
. the added cost of enforcing such a provi- 
sion. The Health Department has esti- 
mated that enforcing the leash law for 
cats would cost about $25,000. This mon- 
ey can only come, from substantially 
higher license fees or added taxes. If I 
misread the sentiments of the citizens, I 
would like to know. 


No one knows better than I the. work 


tho ECB committee and Mr. Dawson put 
into drafting this ordinance. It is a trib- 
ute to their efforts that 99 per cent of the 
ordinance, was approved without change 
by the committee of the whole. 


As I mentioned to Mr. Morrey in a 


phone call, I do not object to explaining 
my votes. I do find it difficult, as I have 
in the last few days, to explain votes I 
have not made. 


Briefly on Mr. Morrey's other com- 


ments. Both the "trick and treat" limita- 
tion and building moratorium 'were 
placed on the agenda and discussed by 
the board. 


The point made on Halloween was that 


it was the parent's responsibility, not the 
village's, to control their 
children's 


"trick or treat" activities. However, the 
board did think the proposal had merit 
and asked the village manager to draft a 
resolution suggesting "trick or treat" ac: 
tlvities be conducted on October 31 dur- 
'ing daylight hours. But this village action 
still requires the cooperation of the par- 
ents. 


I will not attempt to speak for Mrs. 


Rclter. Perhaps Mr. Morrey should ask 
her if • she believes the village took her 
problem lightly. We only said a building 
. moratorium would not solve the problem. 
In a phone conversation I had with Mrs. 
Reiter prior to Mr. Morrey's letter, I

NEW YORK - The timber Industry, 


which «tffl UMd tbe yoked oxen of blbll. 
eal days to get big trees out of the foreot 
as late u 1920, now is turning to huge 
helicopter*. 


By doing away with much of tbe need 


for catting broad accen roads in tbe 
woods, aerial logging, which includes the 
use of balloons, skyline cable cranes and 
helicopters, may do much to alleviate tbe 
bitter controversy belweeii lumbermen 
and those Involved in bow to conserve 
forests. 
, 


Not much helicopter logging has been 


done yet because Utf big Sikorsky air- 
craft cost $1.8 million each, but operators 
In California, Oregon and Washington 
have been logging by helicopter much of 
this year In Plumas, Klamatb, SlsUyou 
and Lassen Wenatcbee national forests. 
Tbe timber companies Involved include 
Big Bear Lumber Co., CaffeD Bros., Ca> 
bax Corp., Avison Lumber Co. ard Aero* 
Timber Development Co. 


Even bigger aerial logging operations 


using balloons or aerial cables have been 
carried out In the Wist by Boise Cascade 
Corp. and Bfthttnla IitimKtr Co. 


MUCH OF THE helicopter ex* 


perimentatloa is being done as part of 
the U.S. forestry Service's Falcon pro- 
gram. Ten minion dollars Is being spent 
over a period of five years. 


Tbe Forest Service predicts that aerial 


logging will spread because it Is likely to 
prove cheaper than hauling logs out by 
truck or tractor. It also makes sense eco- 
logically. 
* 


"It is building access roads rather than 


removal of trees that damages forests," 
say government spokesmen. Tunbcrmcn 
agree. Moreover, aerial logging makes it 
possible to harvest logs economically on 
mountainsides and other steep slopes 
hitherto considered too expensive to cul- 
tivate. The helicopter crew can plant re- 
placement seedling trees cheaply and ra- 
pidly. 


A Forest Service bulletin says aerial 


logging offers the opportunity to make 
selective logging more economical or to 
reduce tbe size of clearcut areas — areas 
in which an the timber is cut down and 
the tract replanted. Tbe service said aer- 
ial logging also will make it possible to 
remove diseased and Infested trees ear- 
ly, preventing epidemics that can kill 
whole forests. 


THE FALCON STUDY also will be 


aimed at using aerial logging to better 
salvage windthrown and fire-killed tim- 
ber. About half the Falcon funds are go- 
Ing to universities and foundations' for re- 
search on conservation of trees, water 
and soil in forests. 
• Meanwhile, It should help tone down 
the bitterness in what has come to be 
known u tbe country's "tan timber con- 
troversy," 


In this row, such conservation leaders 


as Gordon Robinson of tbe Sierra Club 
Insist that the forests be left in their pri- 
meval state, that only small amounts of 
timber be harvested from them now. 
They say timber resources are being 
plundered and future generations of 
Americans may have neither forests nor 
lumber. 
' 


Timberman answer that,- although 


wasteful logging in the past has deprived 
the United States of some choice vari- 
eties of lumber, the nation now grows 
about 10 per cent more lumber and pulp- 
wood each year than it uses. They also 
note that regular harvesting and replant- 
ing of timberlands reduces^ nature's re- 
productive cycle from a range of 300 to 
900 years to one of 38 to 80 yean accord- 
ing to species. They consider it dan- 
gerous to leave too much forest land in 
virgin condition because the huge trees 
must die eventually and the annual crop 
of new trees growing wild will be too 
small for the nation's needs. 


That reply doesn't satisfy the con- 


servationists. They say they are coh- 
cerned with more than the supply of the 
wood — they, want the whole forest In its 
wild beauty to be preserved.

He had to be clever Jo successfully sell 


professional basketball to Chicago — a 
dty that had rejected five previous fran- 
chises. Williams was clever again yester- 
day. 


Addressing over 200 principals attend- 


ing the Illinois Principal's Association 
Fan Conference at the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, Williams emphasized the 
moral value of sports. 


The 3Z»year-old wisard preached the 


"tnmendoos amount of good that conies 
from athletics" despite first acknowledg- 
ing "all la not wen la the world of 
sports." 


He dwelled on the undue strain heaped 


upon 8-9 year-old athletes by parents and 
amateur-level coaches so that by the 
time the kids are 10-11, "they couldn't 
care less." 


He recognized the "Immoral college 


recruiting, the cheating, the hypocrisy 
and buying of the high school athletes." 
And be spoke first-hand of the greed of 
the pro athletes whose lone concern Is 
the accumulation of money. 


Then, by cleverly situating his captive 


audience of high school principals Into a 
role as high school athletes, Williams 
proceeded to outline the moral value of 
sports. 


Be set down a program of eight quali- 


ties that he felt a high school athlete 
should possess. "Develop the will to 
win," Williams stressed as his opening 
point.

One of many delightful things about 


BUI Veeck is that he doesn't change. 


Veeck earned an image many years 


ago as a hero of the average baseball 
fan, a baseball owner more concerned 
with color and putting fun and laughs 
into baseball than with following tradi- 
tion, as his more stodgy counterparts 
did. 


And even though Veeck has been out of 


basebaU for 11 years now (can it really 
be that long?), his Image still Uves on, as 
he showed when ho addressed the Illinois 
Principals Association at Arlington Park 
Towers this week. 


Billed as an "Incorrigible maverick," 


Veeck proved to be Just that In speaking 
out, as usual, against the baseball estab- 
lishment. Ills entertaining talk also bad a • 
few serious messages. 
Veeck began, "I'm here to represent los- 
ers. I say this because of my World 
Series prediction — I said Cincinnati 
would win In five games — and because 
of my former association with the (St. 
Louis) Browns. 


"But actually it Isn't whether you win 


or lose, It's how you play the game... 
That's the silliest damn thing I ever 
heard." 


BUI was In his usual form of telling 


anecdotes — Uke this one about his days 
with the tall-end Browns: 


"A feUow walked up to me one day and 


BILL VEECK 


said he'd like some tickets. Right away I 
knew he was from oat of town. I asked 
him, 'Would you like to sit at second 
baie? We're not using it this year.' He 
asked what time the game started and I 
said, "What time's convenient? We'll 
play at yonr house if you like." 


He had a few more of his patented hi- 


larious stories.before doing an about-face 
and making some serious comments. 


"Baseball has fallen on evil ways," he 


said. "Sometimes there is similar trouble 
hi society. Tradition is wonderful — but 
only if there is not an albatross hanging 
around the neck of progress/ 


"The game has become dull. One reads 


comparisons between baseball and foot-, 
ball. Well, football has been In a state of 
almost continual change in different 
ways for 25 years." 


Sarcastically, ho added, "Baseball has 


not stood still. It has made two changes. 
They took the collars off the uniforms 
and you can't leave your glove on the 
field now. These are their giant steps of 
progress." 


Relating to the principals, he urged 


them to "try to get every youth into 
sports and make them of equal value and 
merit. Stress Individual sports as much 
as team sports because one can enjoy 
them for the rest of his life. 
. '.'This is an important part of education 
— how to handle leisure time to the full- 
est enjoyment. It's an art. This is harder 
than managing work time because that's 
all programmed." 


In 
his* short talk, Veeck barely 


skimmed the surface of his vast reper- 
toire of funny stories and what be thinks 
is wrong with baseball. 


But then, If he had related every hu- 


morous experience he has had' In his 
illustrious career and outlined every 
change he feels baseball needsn the 
speech would still be in progress now.

The agen- 
cy, part of the President's Office, Is con- 
ducting a survey of area heating firms 
and oil companies to determine the ex- 
tent of beating oil supplies., 


"There Is concern for the coming win- 


ter," said Vangen. "In minoU, there Is a 


possibility of a beating and fuel oil short- 
age. It win depend greatly on the sev- 
erity of the winter weather," said Van- 
gen. "Even though there are atided nat- 
ural gas supplies on hand now, the fuel 
shortage is not Just a petroleum problem. 


"The Important thing to think about Is 


that there is someone on hand to take 
care of problems such as this," be con- 
tinued. "If an emergency situation,ex- 
ists, we would call together a field board 
to recommend action." The field .board 
includes'representatives of the Depart- 
ment of the. Interior, -Department -of 
Transportation, Federal-Power Commis- 
sion, Atomic Energy Commission and 
other federal agencies as needed. The 
OEP oversees this board in its function 
as coodlnalor of all governmental activi- 


ties to meet during an emergency or dis- 
aster situation. 


THE SHORTAGE of beating oil is 


showing up an over the country, accord- 
ing to Herbert1 Hugo, Midwest Bureau 
chief for Plait's OUgram. The publica- 
' tlon furnishes daily reports on the petro- 
leum Industry. 


One major oil company in Chicago 


gave notice'three weeks ago that con- 
tracts with major Jobbers (wholesalers) 
win not be renewed another year," he 
said. Another oil company doing business 
in 20 states, Including Illinois, is tellinlg 
jobbers'they are on "allocation" until 
May 31 of next year, Hugo added. He 
explained tiiat this allocation program is 
cutting down their supplies by one-third 
of the amount purchased last year.

The blood bank will be open 14 hours a 


week, an Increase of six hours. It will be 
open on Tuesday and Thursday from 8 to 
11 a.m., 1 to 3 p.m. and 8:45 to 6:45 p.m. 


The blood shortage Is anticipated be- 


cause of the Illinois Blood Labeling Act 
which went Into effect on Oct. 1. The leg- 
islation requires blood to be labeled ei- 
ther volunteer or purchased. The legisla- 
tion does not close the commercial blood 
centers but alerts the public to the great- 
er Incidence of diseases that are passed 
on to the patient through purchased 
blood. 


Purchased blood accounts for an esti- 


mated 60 per cent of all blood used In 
Metropolitan Chicago. 


Hopefully the legislation win encourage 


more volunteer donors to meet the hospi- 
tal needs and ultimately eliminate' the 
necessity for paid'donors. 


THE NORTHWEST Community Blood 


Bank, drawing from volunteer donors, 
has been able to provide most of the 
blood required by the hospital The for- 
mation of the North Suburban Coopera- 
tive Blood Bank has helped to broaden 
the base of donors and patients and re- 
duce the unbalance often confronting a 
'single hospital. Rapid Intra-hospltal dis- 
tribution greatly reduced the outdating 
losses previously experienced by a num- 
ber of nonossoclated hospital blood 
banks.

This is evidenced in 
gasoline supply terminations for some in- 
dependent service station dealers and in 
the lack of dlesel fuel in some Midwest 
areas, Hugo says. 


The fuel shortage is hitting at a diffi- 


cult time as the heating season begins, 
says Hugo. He attributes the problem to 
price controls during Phase I and H, and 
international crude oil shortage, a nor- 
mal boost in fuel consumption, the re- 
duced efficiency of new automobiles, and 
the greater use of cars as the economy 
continues to improve. 


"Of course there are also the environ* 


mental considerations said Hugo. "... 
There's not nearly enough low sulphur oil 
to go around." Commonwealth Edison 
and large industrial users draw on the oil 
supplies to meet their needs for environ- 
mentally acceptable fuels," he said. 


Hugo added that last year's relatively 


mild winter season contrasts sharply 
with the forecasts for the coming winter 
weather. Even Mathon Kyripsis, Wauke- 
gan restaurant owner .and amateur 
weather forecaster, predicts a long cold 
winter, he said with a laugh.

"It depends more on how long the 
cold weather lasts though, rather than 
one specific day." This contrasts with 
the electric utility peak loads during the 
summer, usually occurring on one or two 
days.

Some of them involve officials as high in 
the White House councils as Nixon's ap- 
pointments secretary, Dwight Chnpta.

The Mobile Homes Manufacturers Asso- 


ciation has asked the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board to make three revi- 
sions to its current lending regulations in 
order to give greater financing assis- 
tance to potential home owners. 


Larry Davenport, MHMA's Director of 


Washington Affairs, said the suggested 
revisions were submitted In a recent let- 
ter to FHLBB Board Chairman Preston 
Martin. MIIMA has requested that: 


1) All mobile homes financed by Fed- 


eral Savings and Loan Associations be 
certified to the American National Stan- 
dards Institute's A1I9.1 construction 
standard; 


2) Federal Savings and Loan Associ- 


ations allow a 15-year maximum mort- 
gage period for double-wide mobile 
homes; and 


3) Shipping costs of mobile homes from 


manufacturer to dealer bo included as 
port of the loan package. 


In a letter to FHLBB president Martin, 


Davenport said: "The Mobile Homes 
Manufacturers Association and the Trail- 
er Coach Association would like to com- 
mend the Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board for its recent decision to increase 
the allowable investment in mobile home 
paper by savings and loans from S per 
cent to 10 per cent of its assets. It shows 
that you are continuing to take into con- 
sideration the changing dynamics of the 
mobile home Industry." 


Davenport cited the changes and 


growth in the Industry, from 412,000 units 
shipped in 1969 to a projected 600,000 in 
1972, and the growth of It-wide mobile 
homes from 11 per cent of total produc- 
tion in 1969 to over 28 per cent during the 
first six months of this year as factors 
which prompted MHMA/TCA to request 
the revisions in the Board's lending regu- 
lations.

"During our first year of 
selling, prospective buyers had to envis- 
ion a completed lake, golf course, riding 
stables, and clubhouse," Kessler said.

making certain toe fan motor Is dls- 
omected or switched off. 


On hot water heat, make sure there is 


enough water in the system. Oil the motor 
and the pump on circulating hot water 
systems. Gravity hot water lines should 
be bled to get air out of the lines. 


For the forced air furnace, there are 


two more points. Operate the heating 
plant long enough for the flue pipe lead- 
Ing to the chimney to become hot. 


A match flame held to the edge of the 


dlverter should be drawn upward into the 
flue. .If the flame is blown downward, the 
furnace should be turned off. The chim- 
ney is blocked. Call your heating con- 
tractor. 


The dlverter is there to eliminate ex- 


cess heat going up the chimney, thus 
wasting gas. 


Normallythcre is no problem if you do 


the match test. To be absolutely sure 
there is no blockage in the chimney, a 
visual inspection is needed.

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The Yarns You're Using Could Hurt You 


by MONICA WILCH 


The U.S. Department of Commerce has 


refused to set flammablllty standards for 
yarn despite Indications that some types 
of yarn are extremely flammable. 


In May of this year, a woman In Maine 


was knitting a child's sweater out of ac- 
rylic yam when she lit a cigarette and 
dropped the match into an ash tray. A 
scrap of the yarn in the ash tray Ignited 
instantly and burned furiously, to the 
woman's amazement and horror. 


After several months of questioning by 


the Herald, the Department of Com- 
merce, one of the agencies charged with 
protecting the public against flammable 
materials, conceded that acrylic yam 
does burn with an intense flame and 
"will cause serious burn Injury." 


But, they have declined to establish 


regulations that would force a ban of the 
yam or • change in Its makeup because, 
they say, no "unreasonable risk" of in- 
Jury has been proven. 


NO APPROPRIATE teat method or 


flammablllty standard exists for yarn, 
even though the 1867 amendment to the 
Flammable Fabrics Act speclflcially ex- 
panded the authority of that law to cover 
fibers, including retail yam The limited 
Investigations that have been conducted 
were mostly carried out since this 
spring, when the Maine woman brought 
her discovery to official attention. In an- 
swer to the Inquiries of The Herald, the 
Federal Trade Commission (which en- 
forces the FlammabiUty Act) simply sub- 
jected the yarn to the standard flamma- 
blllty test established in 1963 for fabrics. 
The yarn passed with flying colors. 


But, an official of the National Bureau 


of Standards two years ago termed this 
test "a fairly mild standard," and called 
flammablllty standards "practically non- 
existent" 


"The only criteria used is the 45-degree 


angle test, which has not been updated 
since Its creation 17 years ago," he said. 
This test requires that smooth surfaced 
fabrics take longer than 3K seconds to 
burn five inches. He said that "thousands 
of tests run each year, most fabrics 
pass." 


ACCORDING TO THE Flammabillty 


Act, the factors to be taken into consid- 
eration in testing are "the ease of igni- 
tion, the speed of flame spread, together 
with visual observation of flame in- 
tensity." Using these criteria, and with 
the assistance of two graduate students 
of 
Northwestern University's Tech- 


nological Institute, The Herald conducted 
tests of various kinds of yarn. 


Admittedly, our test was not fashioned 


after that of the Bureau of Standards, 
since the latter employs a gas-fueled 
flame positioned below the article to be 
tested. We used a simple match — a hot- 
ter flame, but probably closer to the 
kinds of flames people might actually 
come Into contact with; moreover, ac- 
cording to the graduate students, a 
match flame does not burn nearly as hot 
as the tobacco in a cigarette. 


First we tested three brands of acrylic 


yams — DuPont, Scars and Carson 
Pirie Scott, each in five-inch tenghs. All 
ignited Immediately, burned rapidly 
(from six seconds In the case of Sears' to 
IS seconds for the bulkiest weave, which 
was Carson's), and, in the judgment of

The next kind tested was crimp set ny- 


lon, a kind of yarn used to knit infants' 
.sweaters, coverlets, booties, etc. This 
yarn appeared to be less volatile and 
burned with a leu intense flame, al- 
though It burned rapidly, in 4 to 5 sec- 
onds. 


FROM THESE man-made fibers, we 


went to natural fibers — cotton and wool. 
A blended yarn of 75 per cent rayon and 
25 per cent cotton was significantly less 
volatile than the synthetics, and once ig- 
nited, burned slower with, a less intense 
flame. 


Least flammable of all was wool. Yarn 


of 100 per cent virgin wool was slow to 
Ignite and almost immediately ex- 
tinguished itself. Only after several sec- 
onds' exposure to a flame did it begin to 
burn. Even more significantly, when a 
knitted swatch of wool and one of acrylic 
were compared, the knitted wool would 
not ignite at all, but the acrylic ignited 
after less than five seconds' exposure 
and burned quickly and intensely. 


Another characteristic of synthetic fi- 


bers, pointed out by Blanche Stein of the 
Chicago office of the FTC, is that even if 
a flame is not sustained, the yarn melts, 


and she added, "a hot melt can be as 
injurious as a flame, but under the prie- 
st staod^Uus knot covered.'.'' .' , 


THE SERIOUSNESS .of the.hazard of 


flammable fabrics is indicated by HEW 
statistics showing that from 3,000 to 5,000 
persons dte,'each-year and 950,000 to 
350,000 are injured because their clothing 
burned. According to Dr. John A. Bos- 
wick, Jr., former director of the Burns 
Unit at Cook County Hospital, the major- 
ity of burn injuries are due to and wor- 
sened by flammable clothing. 


Part of me problem in passing and en- 


forcing up-to-date • flammability stan- 
dards lies in the diffusion of authority. 
The Flammable Fabrics Act assigns re- 
sponsibility for developing standards to 
the Commerce Department, domestic en- 
forcement to the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, import enforcement to tbe'Treasury 
Department and investigative duties to 
both Commerce and the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 


Moreover, the arduous procedure re- 


quired for promulgating new standards 
further delays action: first, anotice is ub- 
llshed in the Federal Register that a 
standard "may be needed;" this is fol- 
lowed by 30 days of investigation and 
comment, after which Commerce con- 


cludes either that there is no need for « 
standard or publishes a proposed one., 


Department'regulations also guarantee 


oral hearings during mis period to any 
Interested party, which, accenting to the 


"goes beyond the Administrative Proce- 
dure Act... and the Flammable Fabrics. 
Act itself." 


AFTER THE SECRETARY of Com- 


merce publishes • decision, another 60 
' 
allowed 'for petitions for Judicial 


review. And, -after the standard" is ap- 
proved, it does not become effective untfl 
one year 'after it is signed. 


Yam appears to be bogged down at 


stage one of this bureaucratic process. 
According to Edward B. Finch, assistant 


director for textiles and furs, the FTC 
"has urged that .(the) flammability stan- 
dard be amended so as to spedflcallj 
provide an appropriate method for test- 
ing fibrous materials." 


Finch, said it is the FTC's under- 


standing that "the Department of Com- 
merce, through the National Bureau of 
Standards, is presently engaged in a re- 
Vision of (the standard) so as to specifi- 
cally provide'for an appropriate' test' 
method for fibrous materials • and 
the flammability standard applicable to 
hand-knitting yarns and other fibrous 
products of this nature." 


HOWEVER, THIS is not the story the 


National Bureau of Standards gives. L. 
James Sharffian, acting chief of the Of- 
fice of Flammable Fabrics of the Nation- 
al Bureau of Standards, told The Herald 
tha( "our .preliminary investigations do 
not indicate, at this time, that .hand-knit- 
ting yams present the 'unreasonable 
risk* of injury or death required under 
the Flammable Fabrics Act before a 
standard or other regulation can be es- 
tablished." 
- 
' 


Sbarman noted, nevertheless, 
that 


"acrylic yarns ... will burn "and wiE 
cause serious burn injury to the individ- 
ual wearing the items made from these 
yarns if they bum," and he added that 
they "burn with a rather intense flame," 
although as compared to; other fibers 
"they 'are less easily ignited and are 
relatively slow burning." The latter state- 
ments are somewhat contrary to the 
findings of The Herald. 


Besides the lack of attention given fi- 


bers by the agencies implementing the 
Flammability Act, Congress seems not to 
be aware of any problem, judging from 
the reaction of consumer watchdog Ben- 
jamin. 'S. Rosenthal (D-N.Y.), who 
thanked The Herald for "calling this 
most important matter to my attention" 
and said he would look into it 


The upshot is that five years after yarn 


was added to be FlammabiUty Act, there 
is no method for testing it, no criteria for 
judging its flammability, and the Bureau 
of Standards sees no reason to develop a 
test, much less a standard. 
• And-even if such proceedings began to- 
day, it would take a m^Mmi of 16 
months to pass a standard. The only al- 
ternative for consumers who don't want 
to risk burn injury Is to avoid acrylic 
yarns and use natural fibers. '

Responsible Baby-Sitters 
Are Trained, Not Born

It's good for a laugh when mom opens 


the door to a baby-sitter who turns out to 
bo younger than the "baby." But it's 
only funny on television. 


Parents should ask themselves one 


question before giving their sons or 
daughters permission to take charge of 
someone else's youngster. Is my child re- 
sponsible enough to baby-sit? 


Not so long ago you, yourself, were 


scurrying around for baby-sitters for 
your little one. And now the same "little 
one" thinks she is ready to assume tho 
baby-sitting role. 


Remember bow careful you were in se- 


lecting a babysitter? As a responsible 
parent you should help your own child to 
become the responsible baby-sitter you 
would have chosen. 


Standing in for parents, even for a 


short period of time, is a challenging ex- 
perience. And there are Important duties 
that must be assumed when taking care 
of children. If your youngsters are in 
their teens, you may have forgotten in- 
fant care techniques and it might be wise 
to go over some of the basics. 


EXTRA CARE IN handling is essen- 


tial. Baby's bones and muscles are in the 
early stages of development. Also,' if a 
formula is to be prepared, the in- 
gredients must be la the correct propor- 
tions. So it is Important for a baby-aitter 
to be careful and exacting and to under* 
stand the formula's preparation. 


When babies are awake, they must 


never be left unguarded. Buttons, pills 
and other small objects look like tasty 
treats to a young one. Even-while the 
baby is asleep, an occasional peek is 
wise. 


Caring for children past the infant 


stage has its challenges, too. As children 
grow older they become more alert and 
inquisitive. They like to explore the most 
amazing places and inevitably get into 
mischief. It's all too easy for the playpen 
set to become fascinated with scissors, 
knives, letter openers, electrical outlets 
and other potentially dangerous objects. 


Children need the opportunity to be in- 


dependent but they must be watched 
carefully and bandied with tactl/Toddlers 
are often wise beyond their years. Many 
a young sitter has learned this to her 
chagrin. Mom may know her toddler's 
every trick. But the baby-sitter won't 
and her charge will play the whole bag 
— or as many as the traffic will bear.

barrier against wetness. 


ACCIDENTS AND illness are not likely 


to occur. But a baby-sitter .must be 
able to handle an emergency should it, 
arise. Make certain your daughter has •, 
the phone numbers of the local police,";

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AS ELECTION day approaches, one is- 


sue that ought not be overlooked in sizing 
up candidates is the consumer issue. 


As far as the No. 1 political race is 


concerned, President Nixon has not ex- 
actly been the consumer's best friend. 


The Republican National Committee, 


in its ampalgn literature, seeks to con- 
vince the consumer that the President is 
on his side by.liating the consumer legis- 
lation he has proposed — a grand total of 
three bills. 
. . 


One is the Fair Warranty Disclosure 


Act, which actually was proposed in Con- 
gress by Sen. Warren Magnuson and 
Rep. John E. Moss, both Democrats. 


A second proposal is the Consumer 


Product Safety Actj under which the Sec- 
retary of HEW, (Health, Education and 
-Welfare) would establish standards for 
such items as Infant furniture. Another 
version of this bill, which would have 
created-an agency independent of execu- 
tive control to oversee product safety, 
aas opposed by the administration.. 


The third Nixon bill is a Consumer 


Fraud Prevention Act "to regulate un- 
scrupulous sales techniques." This is a 
job already being done by most state 
governments (including Illinois.) and 
which probably Is better left in the hands 
of the states. 


ON THE OTHER side of the coin, the 


Nixon Administration has chalked up 
quite a track record in opposing con- 
sumer legislation. 


At this writing, a bill to establish a 


consumer protection agency is being 
stalled in the Senate by an adminis- 
tration filibuster (which probably will 
kill the bill,for this session. The adminis- 
tration supports the House version of the 
bill, which would eliminate grants to 
states for consumer protection services, 
prevent participation by the agency on 
behalf of consumers in legal proceedings, 
and eliminate a policy-making council of 
consumer advisers. With these changes, 
the bill is worthless. 


Another important area of consumer 


legislation is. that of flammabiUty stan- 
dards. As many as 5,000 deaths and 
250,000 Injuries, result each year from 
burning fabrics. But Sen. Magnuson re- 
vealed last week that the Nixon Adminis- 
tration "promised to postpone federal 
flammability regulations for carpeting in 
order to get campaign contributions of 
$94,580 from a manufacturer on behalf of 
the industry." 


GOING BACK further in the history of 


this administration, the Justice Depart- 
ment two years ago launched a success- 
ful battle against what would have been

landmark consumer legislation — a bill 
that would have enabled Consumers to 
unite to sue allegedly dishonest business- 
es. The bill was also opposed by the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers and 
the Grocery Manufacturers of America. 
In its place, the administration proposed 
a bill that would severely, limit class ac< 
tion suits and the powers of the Federal 
Trade Commission, and would eliminate 
criminal penalties for businessmen found 
guilty of fraud. 


Other non-favors to the consumer: 
• THE NIXON appointees to the Su- 


preme Court tipped the scales in favor of 
the Standard Oil Co. of California in a 
price-fixing suit brought by'the state of 
Hawaii. The decision broke a string of 
precedents favoring plaintiffs against 
large corporations. 


• THE' DEPARTMENT of Agriculture 


tarried long in banning the use of cancer- 
inducing DES hi cattle feed when cattle- 
men objected. This prompted an inquiry 
by Sen. Edward Kennedy (D-Mass). 


• THE ADMINISTRATION favors 


weakening the provisions, of the Delaney 
Amendment to the Food, Drug and Cos- 
metic Act, which forbids any cancer- 
causing substance to be used in food. 


* NO-FAULT INSURANCE, which was 


recommended' by the Department of 
Transportation in 1970, would reduce the 
disparity between the $14 billion insur- 
ance premiums paid by consumers and 
the $7 billion they receive in claims. The 
White House and the insurance industry 
succeeded in killing the bill for this ses- 
sion of Congress. 


* THE TRUTH In Advertising Act, 


which was introduced by Mr. Nixon's op- 
ponent, Sen. McGovern, would require 
advertisers to document the safety and 
performance of products. The adminis- 
tration opposes this bill, saying that the 
FTC already has a program for advertis- 
ing substantiation. But, with a limited 
staff, the FTC has In nine months asked 
for substantiation from only six in- 
dustries (30 per cent of this substantia- 
tion proved to be inadequate). Moreover, 
the FTC has no jurisdiction over com- 
panies that do not advertise nationally. 


* A SENATE study revealed that auto 


repairs cost consumers an unnecessary 
$10 billion annually, and Sen. Phillip 
Hart (D-Mich) has introduced legislation 
calling for performance standards for 
cars, inspection stations, and licensing of 
auto repair shops. The Nixon Adminis- 
tration opposes this bill as "not in the 
public interest." 


The consumer is paying 10 per cent 


more in July 1972 for his food than he did 
in July 1971, and the price of bread is 
expected to go up still more following the 
U.S.-Sovlet grain deal. According to/ the 
Agribusiness Accountability Project,' a 
public interest research group, the Nixon 
Administration capitulated to big grain 
exporters at the expense of consumers 
and small farmers in this deal.

eral propagating tricks. 


Did you know that those' lovely 


amaryllis bulbs for which you.pay f4 or 
IS apiece can be increased by bulb cut* 
tings?

This method, of. propagation Is. not too 


well known among gardeners, but offers 
a free, swift way of< Increasing your 
stock. 
, , 


Do it this way: Quarter a large, ma- 


ture bulb lengthwise. Divide each quar- 
ter into two or more wedges, being care- 
ful to include a part of the bottom (or 
basal plate) of the bulb. Cut each wedge 
further by slipping1' a knife down between 
every third or fourth 'fleshy .scale and 
slice through to the basal plate.' 


EACH SLIVER wfll form another bulb. 


Plant the slivers vertically, with the low- 
er halves buried and upper part in the 
air, in flat containing a mix of peat moss 
and sand. When roots form in a few 
weeks or a few months (at most), repot 
the slices Individually in a peaty, sandy 
soil

Lift the whole plant, check for bulblets 
on flrt bottom that can be repotted. If 
there'are none, select'a stem with three 
leaves, cut it and root'it in a pot of damp 
vermlcullte. 


Break off the stem of the begonia at 


the base of the bulb, wash the bulb free 
of trail and'discard the stem portion. Let 
the bulb dry in the garage, and finally 
store all the bulbs in a cardboard box 
•fiHed with dry vermlcullte' in, a cool, 
frost-free spot. 
• Some people Just'put gladioli away in 
paper bags, only to find out in spring 
that the bulbs have shrivelled or been 
eaten up by thrlps. 


80 HANDLE glads similar to the be- 


gonias, pulling up the entire plant, toss- 
ing it in the garage to dry out.the fo- 
liage. When dry, remove baby cbrmlets 
(spawn) for repotting. They will bloom in 
two'yean. Cut off the foliage right down 
to the conn, remove soil from the bulbs, 
dry and store as for begonias in dry ver- 
mlcullte. 


Impatiens saved over winter can be 


snipped and rooted In pots of wet perllte 
(or vermiculite). Give them sun, 60-de- 
gree room temperature and high humid- 
ity. If your kitchen faces south, the sill 
over the sink, is the perfect spot 


We discussed geraniums here several 


weeks ago, but want to mention to be 
sure you make geranium cuttings 
squarely across the stem just beneath a 
node or joint/ on the stem where a leaf 
was produced. Remember to. remove 
lower leaves and spent blossoms from 
the geranium to avoid sapping strength 
away from root growth. 


Don't try to root tuberous begonias or 


geranium slips in a glass of water. You 
could be tempting your luck in favor of 
stem rot instead of stem root

From Gadgets To In 
nal Cuisine

Kitchen gadgctry captivated the fancy 


of Lynn liuolla and was responsible for 
stimulating her Inlercrcst In Inter- 
national cuisine. 


Upon graduation from college. Lynn 


moved Into es apartment In Evantton 
where she worked and began to frequent 
a fascinating shop featuring all types of 
gourmet cookware. The unique utensils 
aroused her curiosity and she began to 
investigate what could be made in them 
and with them. Before long she hod ac- 
quired an Impressive array of cookware 
and an equally Interesting assortment of 
recipes. 


Since her marriage, Lynn has concen- 


trated on gourmet dishes which her hus- 
band, Greg, appreciates as much as she. 


One of Lynn's specialties Is an elegant 


Italian dish called Cannelloni. Her meth- 
od of preparing this is a compilation of 
several recipes — from a friend, a cook- 
book and Greg's Italian grandmother. 
The real test came when she served It to 
Greg's grandmother and it met with her 
hearty approval. 


Cannelloni consists basically of pasta 


tubes which are filled with a flavorful 
meat and spinach mixture and baked in 
a savory tomato and cream sauce. 


Lynn prefers making her own pasta be- 


cause she feels it is more tender and 
thinner than the commercial variety. 
However, If time doesn't permit, mani- 
cottl-cancllonl tubes may be purchased. 


"The main difference Is that the home- 


made pasta is paper thin and easier to 
work with, while the cannelloni tubes 
tend to fall apart If they are the least bit 
over-cooked, or to taste like rubber if 
they are undorcookcd," Lynn explained. 


The dtah is time consuming to prepare, 


but has the appealing feature that it can 
be made a day ahead. 


"In fact, it is best made the day before 


for the flavors to meld and for the cook 
to be able to relax and appreciate her 
own efforts." Lynn said. However, she 
has become so adept in As preparation 
that she no longer considers the process 
lengthy. 


"The recipe looks long and com- 


plicated," she remarked, "and the first 
time Is the hardest. But each successive 
time you make It, It's easier. And once 
you taste It, you'll be rewarded for your 
effort." 


A FEW COOKING tips from Lynn: she 


usually chops her vegetables In a blender 
with a little water, then drains them; 
this saves time..She likes to use a 
French rolling pin'for the pasta because 
it Is easier to control, and she prefers 
enamel-coated east Iron cookware be- 
cause It heats evenly and all sauces turn 
out better.

Because the cannelloni is rich ' and 


hearty, Lynn recommends simple accom- 
paniments: a green salad with sliced raw 
zucchini and tomatoes tossed with a vine- 
gar and oil dressing seasoned with basil 
and oregano, and French bread with but- 
ter. For dessert she suggests sherbet or 
spumoni or fresh fruit, such as apples 
and grapes. 


Another of this competent cook's spe- 


cialties is a French recipe for filled 
crepes (pancakes.) The batter is easily 
made in a blender and after the crepes 
are cooked, they are filled with delicious 
mushroom, smoked ham and cheese mix- 
ture, and covered with a rich cream 
sauce. 


Baked for a. mere 15 minutes, the 


Crepes Fourrces Gratinecs are impres- 
sive fare for a Sunday brunch. Lynn ac- 
companies this dish with an cosily-made 
broccoli casserole. 


SHE COOKS A package of frozen

How To Buy Pork 


Pay close attentio to the pork you buy 


at the meat counter. The most important 
thing to look for is a high proportion of 
lean. Choose pieces with as little fat as 
possible. Pork should, however, have at 
'least a little marbling (flecks of fat in 
the lean). For best eating, choose fresh 
pork that is firm and grayish pink in col- 
or. 


Fresh pork should be stored uncovered 


or loosely covered in the coldest part of 
the refrigerator. Prepackaged pork 
should have the wrapper loosened unless 
the meat is to be used within a day or 
.two. Cured and smoked pork should be 
stored in Its original wrapper in the re- 
frigerator, not to exceed one or two 
weeks. Cooked pork should be cooled 
then tightly covered for refrigerator stor- 
age; 


For longer storage, freeze pork at 0 


degrees Fahrenheit or lower. Recom- 
mended storage time for home-frozen 
cured pork: 


Bacon, less than one month; bam, one 


to two months; chops, three to four 
months; roasts, four to eight months; 
sausage, one to two months. 


Pork should be cooked "well done." 


For roasts, this means that your meat 
thermometer should-read 170 degrees. 
Here are methods for cooking some pork 
cuts:

and smoked hams, fresh and smoked pic- 
nic shoulders, pork shoulder butts (Bos- 
ton butts), whole tenderloin, and spare- 
ribs.

Broil or Fry: Chops, ham slices, shoul- 


der steaks, bacon, Canadian-style bacon, 
sausage and salt pork.

andbackribs. 


Cook fa liquid: Hocks, pigs' feet, 


smoked picnic shoulder, and fresh spare- 
ribs.

Is Culinary Murder 


Boiling vegetables is culinary murder, 


say home economists at United States 
Stamping Co. According to their studies, 
vitamin C and many B vitamins quickly 
dissolve hi water. When whole vegetables 
are soaked or boiled for only a few. min- 
utes, a quarter to half of then* minerals 
are lost 


Not only is there a loss of food values 


when vegetables are Immersed, they 
state, but they lose flavor. 


Many food specialists recommend that 


a small amount of water — up to an inch 
deep — be brought to a boil. Only then 
should the vegetables, preferably uncut 
and unpeeled, be placed on a perforated 
rack or tray above It, making sure that 
the water does not touch the food. Then 
cover and steam over low heat until the 
vegetables are tender (in most instances 
20 to 30 minutes). 
, 


Even in steaming, some food values 


are lost, but the loss is sharply reduced 
compared to soaking or boiling. Many 
home economists urge that the steaming 
water, which contains the lost vitamins 
and minerals, be reduced and served 
with the vegetables or used aa a base for 
stock. 
Fresh vegetables should be kept refrig- 


erated In darkness. In only a few hours, 
say home economists, most vegetables 
kept at room temperature in daylight 
lose much follc add, vitamin B2 and 
Vitamin C.

be steamed to retain maximum food val- 
ue.

A whey flavor can result when whey 


cream Is used In making butter. Whey 
cream is butterfat which to separated 
from whey — a product-which hi turn 
has been separated from milk during' 
cheesemaklflg. 


Changes in cheesemaldng technology 


and production practices have made It 
possible to produce high .quality whey 
cream. This quality of iwhey cream,- 
when blended with sufficient quantity of 
high quality sweet cream, produces' a • 
butter flavor aa good as other butter fla- 
vors that are presently acceptable for 
Grade A butter, according to USDA stan- 
dardization specialists. 


Use of thss quality of whey cream in 


butter would not lower the general quali- 
ty of U.S. Grade A butter, specialists 
said. Any butter containing more than 
the very slight whey flavor would contin- 
ue to bo graded U.S. Grade B or C, as It 
Is now. U.S. Grade AA requirements for 
butter would not bo changed. 


Use of USDA quality standards and 


grading services Is voluntary and paid 
for by the user.

1 cup sliced natural almonds 
4 egg whites, at room 


temperature 


Vi teaspoon vinegar or 


cream of tartar 


11/3 cups sugar 


1 pint strawberries, 


hulled, halved or 
1 package (10 os.) 
frozen strawberries, 
thawed 
Sugar (for fresh 
strawberries) 


Spread almonds In shallow pan and 


toast in 350-degree oven for 8 minutes or 
until light brown. Cool oven to 275 de- 
grees. Place pan of toasted almonds in 
refrigerator to cool them quickly. Beat 
egg whites with vinegar until foamy. 
Gradually sprinkle in sugar, beating all 
the time until very stiff peaks form. 
(Tbto win take about 16 minutes.) Fold 
In all but 2 tablespoons almonds. Shape 
this meringue into an 8-inch ring or 
greased and floured cookie sheet Pile 
meringue up Ugh. Sprinkle reserved al- 
monds on outsido of meringue. Bake at 
278 degrees for about I hour or untfl me- 
ringue Is lightly browned, slightly 
cracked and a pick inserted into center 
comes out dry. Let ring coot in oven with 
door open. Wrap loosely In wax paper 
until ready to use. (It will keep over- 
night) Sprinkle fresh strawberries with 
a little sugar to bring out the Juice; chill 
a few noun or overnight Spoon straw- 
berries over ring when ready to serve 
Makes 6 to 8 servings.

Merrymaker Party Sandwiches 


"More snacks... fewer meals." 
To many mothers this trend signals the 


return of school activities. • 


To many nutritionists, however, over- 


snacking on "Junk foods" creates a crisis 
in student nutrition and learning. 


Doctors, .seeking dues to explain in- 


creased student illness, failure, and mis- 
behavior, have recently begun peeking' 
into the lunch box and the kitchen.

Their nut-like sweetness and texture 


prove a great hit with almost all young- 
sters who try them. Also, to many stu- 
dents the seed's naturalness is port of 
"their ecology movement" 


Sunflower seeds are sometimes called 


"Russian peanuts," because Russians 
crunch the seeds as we do gum or candy. 
For snacks at home, why not try the 
Russian custom — put out a bowl of 
shelled, rcady-to-eat sunflower seeds In- 
stead of the candy dish with its excess 
calories! 


It may be difficult to find the rcady-to- 


eat, shelled (hulled) sunflower seeds in 
the average supermarket But If you visit 
one of the many heath food stores, you'll 
have no problem buying these "nuggets 
of nutrition."

For the ideal school snack — (whether 


your child carries lunch to school or not) 
-* include a small handful of sunflower 
seeds. And for a change, mix them with 
raisins. Or, odd them to the cookies and 
treats you make at home. 


Upgrading student nutrition brings Its 


Just rewards, as to the case of one high 
school which promoted sunflower seeds 
and other healthful foods for its students. 
The local Youth Authority applauded the 
results: improved dental and emotional 
health, better citizenship and higher 
grades. 


They are as popular with adults as 


they are with children. This makes them 
a tremendous boon for mothers pre- 
paring meals for diverse family tastes. 
Add sunflower seeds to salads, omelets, 
and cereals for a nutritional boost Mix 
them to the meat loaf for a bit of mys- 
tery. Or, use them to top off baked goods 
and desserts. 


The two recipes below, from "Cook 


Right, Uvo Longer," by Lelord Kordel 
(Award Books, $1.50), should be useful to 
helping you get started with sunflower 
seeds to your kitchen: 


SUNSHINE MUFFINS 


IK cups sifted flour 
V, cup sunflower seed kernels 


(chopped very fine) 


3 tablespoons brown sugar 


tr honey 


3 tablespoons shortening oil 
1 beaten egg 
% teaspoon salt 
ft to 1 cup milk 
3 teaspoons baking powder 
Combine oil, egg, milk, sugar or honey, 


sunflower seed kernels (chopped very 
fine or purchase ready-ground meal to 
health food stores). Sift flour with salt 
and baking powder. Combine with liquid 
mixture, stirring only enough to hold in- 
gredients together. (Over mixing causes 
"tunnels" and an uneven groin, tends to 
toughen muffins.) Fill 12 greased-and 
floured muff to wells. Bake for 19-20 min- 
utes at 400 degrees. 


Variations: Use whole wheat flour in- 


stead of white for added nutrition. Or, 
omit tt cup flour and add % cup wheat 
germ, (Use the raw variety available to 
health flood stores.) Add 3 or 3 table- 
spoons raisins that were allowed to soak 
overnight to water or Juice. 


SUNSHINE BURGER 


1 cup sunflower seed kernels 


(chopped very fine) 


H cup chopped celery 
3 carrots 


(finely grated) 


1 tablespoon cooking oil 
H cup milk or yogurt 


2 tablespoons chopped onion 


Salt, pepper to taste 
Combine Ingredients with enough of 


the milk (or yogurt) so they may be 
molded into patties about H-toch thick. 
Place on oiled baking pan. Bake until 
brown on both aides. 


These patties are very good hot,or 


cold, and can make a welcome change in 
the lunch box. While-hot they maybe 
served with butter sauce. For variety 
add 2 tablespoons chopped black olives 
and/or 1 tablespoon grated Italian 
cheese.

At Elk Grove And Ridge 
5-Story Condominium 
Revived; Seek Village OK 


Plans for building a five-story con* 


domlnlum at Elk Grove Boulevard and 
Rldgo Avenue In Elk Grove Village have 
been revived, and developers now say 
they will proceed to gain approval for 
the project from the village. 


Last July A. J. Delblonco, architect for 


developer Bernard Wolf, said the housing 
project was being dropped after a dinner 
meeting with the village trustees. How- 
ever on Tuesday, Bob Schwartz, archi- 
tect with the same firm, appeared at a 
village board-meeting to present revised 
plans for the project. 


At the dinner this summer, trustees 


said some of their objections to the proj- 
ect were the number of units on the four- 
acre site and the close proximity of the 
building to Elk Grove Boulevard. 


Schwartz said Tuesday the original 67- 


unit proposal had been changed to 62 
units to allow the building to be moved 
back from the boulevard. Ho sold the 


two accesses on Elk Grove Boulevard. 
had been altered to one entrance on ,the 
boulevard and an entrance and exit on 
Ridge Avenue. 


The condominium structure still would 


keep the same L-shape it had in the .orig- 
inal plan with a deck and swimming pool 
on the inside curve on the southwest 
side. Schwartz said the new plan does 
allow for a fire lane for the building on 
three sides. 


PARKING SPACES for 60 cars would 


bo provided hi an underground parking 
garage and there would be another 60 
spaces on the grounds, Schwartz said. 


Schwartz told the trustees the building 


would have 10 three-bedroom apart- 
ments, 47 two-bedroom units and 5 one- 
bedroom units. Delblanco had said ear- 
lier the condominiums would be in the 
|40,o6o range. 


At the meeting Tuesday Village Pres. 


Charles Zettek said the trustees never 
objected to having condominiums built 


on the site. "We would rather see con- 
domlnums there as opposed to apart- 
ments because of pride of ownership," he 
said.

Zettek noted the developers would have 


to provide for water retention and drain- 
age on property. 


He added'that one problem that both- 


ered him was the height of the building 
so close to Elk Grove Boulevard. 


SCHWARTZ SAID with relationship to 


the adjacent Terrace Apartment the five- 
story condominiums would be only seven 
feet higher than the apartments because 
of the slope of the land.' 


He noted that the proposed con- 


dominium was not near any single-fami- 
ly homes and was an ideal location for 
such a project. 


"We feel the site would bo a good loca- 


tion for the project," Schwartz said. 
"The condominium industry is really 
skyrocketing, and we feel there is a need 
for this type of housing here." 


Elderly May Get Rental Supplement 


Housing projects for the elderly are 


being proposed for many parts of the 
Northwest suburbs, and in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage a |4.S million development planned 
for senior citizens may include a rental 
supplement to help the elderly meet the 
costs of today's rents. 
, 


The proposed development calls for a 


cluster of some 300 one-bedroom and effi- 
ciency townhouse apartments to bo built 
on a site Immediately south of the Grove 
Shopping Center and off Wellington Ave- 
nue. Persons must be at least 62-yoars* 
old to be eligible to Dvo In the devel- 
opment. 


Marvin Mycra, president of Meyers As- 


sociates, told village plan commission 
members recently that upward mobility 
in Income was something rare for senior 
citizens even though inflation continues 
to push prices higher. 


He said through a federal rent supple- 


ment program, to be incorporated In the 
development his company is proposing, 
persons who move Into the project would 
bo able to continue to afford to live there 
oven If rents are*ralscd. 


"It (the program) would allow for 


people who have a certain income to be 


able to pay 25 per cent of their Income 
for the rental," Myers said in describing 
the program. He said the one-bedroom' 
apartments would rent for approximately 
$185 per month, and the efficiency apart- 
ment rentals would be about $165 per 
•.month. 


Myers sold under the program a 


couple with a total income of $320 per 
month under Social Security could live in 
a one-bedroom apartment for $80 per 
month, and a couple whose total monthly 
•income was $600 would rent the same 
apartment for $135. 


He said persons who receive more than 


a minimum income could live In the 
project but still would pay only 25 per 
cent of that income for rent until they 
reach the market or maximum rent for 
the dwelling. 


"The general rule would be 25 per cent 


of the Income for rent until you reach the 
$195 monthly charge (for a one-bedroom 
apartment) and then your rent will never 
exceed that rate (unless rents are 
raised)," he said. 


Myers added that a credit check would 


be performed on all applicants to live in 
the apartment complex before accept-

She said if the 
land is rezoned for a senior citizens hous- 
ing project, then the details of the fin- 
ished project will be considered.

The Schaumburg Village Board acted 


Tuesday to support formation of a six- 
county mass transportation district ex- 
cluding the City of Chicago and the Chi- 
cago Transit Authority. 


The board voted to endorse pending 


state legislation to form the district, and 
also passed a resolution opposing another 
pending state bin which would include 
•theCTA.'. 


Action was taken after trustees heard 


a presentation by Mayor Howell Hollo- 
mann of Lombard. Schaumburg Mayor 
Robert 0. Atcher urged the resolutions 
be approved last week, but the board de- 
ferred until members had a time to 
study the measures and talk to Hollo- 


Hollomann is chairman of the Six- 


County Mass Transportation Study com- 
mittee, of which Atcher is a member. 
The committee developed the bill which 
would exclude the CTA. 


COUNTIES REPRESENTED are sub- 


urban Cook, DuPage, Kane, McHenry 
and Will. Hollomann said the "entire 
committee worked together" to achieve 
a mutually desirable measure. 


"Three bills are pending," said Hollo- 


mann, "but one is'not,supported by the 
City of Chicago." Mayor Atcher de- 
scribed the Chicago Metropolitan Area 
Transportation 
System 
(CMATS) 
as 


"dead." 


Of the two remaining bills, Chicago Is 


supporting one and the six-county com- 
mittee the other. "There will probably be 
a compromise bill come out," said Hollo* 
mann. - .

The'one favored by the CTA, House 


Bill 4313 or the Metropolitan Trans- 
portation Authority (MTA), would extend 
the CTA to include the six counties. It is 
objectionable, said Holloman, because 
the CTA "doesn't serve all the commu- 
nities" in the counties, and because 
areas outside Chicago would not be rep- 
resented on the governing board. The

Hollo- 
mann termed it wise "from the stand- 
point of the fear of individual municipal- 
ities" that they would have no voice or 
control in determining routes or oper- 
ations. 


"A major concern of the committee," 


Holloman said, "is that thus far all pub- 
lic transportation routes have "been into 
or put of the City of Chicago, and provide 
nothing for persons going from one sub- 
urb to another. To accomplish a trip be- 
tween suburbs, a person must go into the 
city on one route and come out on anoth- 
er. A suburban system would promote' 
north-south transportation." 


"We were in general agreement, but

A Love Affair With A Pipe Organ 


, -,

Once a month, people up and down the • 


quiet residential street of Cannel Drive 
to Palatine hear the sounds of a tailpiece 
orchestra come floating out of the base- 
ment of Ken and Karol Shiny's home. 


That "complete'orchestra"'is actually 


a massive theatrical pipe organ-which 
the Shireys have managed to restore to 
working condition over the past 10 years. 


The Shlrey basement is literally fun of 


organ. The huge J920's Wurlitxer theatri- 
cal organ once provided the rumbling, 
wheezing, hair-raising background music 
for the popular silent movies ia the flays- 
before the "talkies." 
• . 


Today it sits in splendor in a Palatine 


basement. 
| 


WITH A SHIPPING date of March 26, 


1926, the musical masterpiece found its 
first home in the Orpheum Theater, an' 
elegant feature at Maine and Market 
streets in Akron,, Ohio. Since that time, it 
has become what the Shireys call "one 
of the most moved theater organs in his- 
tory." 


When silent movies lost public.favor, 


the organ was given to an Akron Catholic 
Church, where it stayed from the early 
1930s to 1960 until the church gave in to 
progress and ordered the electronic 
grandson of the old pipe organ. 


A friend of the Shireys in Akron bought 


the organ with no place to put it, so it 
was moved three times in the/following 
three years without being rejuvenated. 


"The Wurlitzer picked up a few mouse, 


nests, a little dirt, many nuts stored, by 
squirrels, and some dents in the pipes, 
but other than that, nothing was done to 
it," the Shireys said. 


So the Shireys bought the organ and 


moved it to their two-bedroom home in 
Akron. They moved It to their new house 
in Bath, Ohio, five years later, where it 
sat in a cathedral-ceilinged family room 
until 1969. 


Just when they thought they were set- 


tled, Ken's company, International Busi- 
ness Machines, transferred him to the 
O'Hare office. So it was time to pack(up 
the complex set-up for the eighth time in 
the history of the organ.' 


The Shireys aren't keeping their hobby 


to themselves. On the last Friday of ev- 
ery month, Mrs. Shlrey holds open house 
for anyone interested in listening to or 


participating i the theatrical-organ era. 
Their basement, at least the part that 
isn't usurped by organ pipes, has been 
decorated as an old English pcb, com- 
plete with checkered tablecloths. 


The organ player In the family is Mrs. 


Shirey but her husband, Ken' has been 
Instrumental to the long hours of restora- 
tion required to get the organ hi top 
shape.

Communities In Drainage Ditch Watershed 
Officials To Discuss Soil 
Conservation Subdistrict 


by LYNN ASINOF 


Representatives from the communities 


in the Buffalo Creek-Wheeling drainage 
ditch watershed will meet at 7:30 p.m. 
Oct. 28 at the Buffalo Grove Vllhgo Hall • 
to discuss the formation of a special sub- 
district of the soil conservation district. 


Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Dan Lar- 


son proposed creating the subdlstrict to 
control storm water in Buffalo Creek. 
The subdlstrict would Include the entire 
creek watershed, which runs from Lake 
Zurich to Wheeling. 


Larson presented the idea at a joint 


meeting of the Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove village boards last month. At that 
time, the trustees from both villages de- 
cided to pursue the matter further. ' 


According to Larson, the soil con- 


servation district law allows for the crea- 
tion of special subdlstricts to deal with 
specific conservation problems. He said 
that while special districts havo been 
used downstate to combat soil erosion, 
they have never been used in an urban 


area for flood control 


TIIE PROPOSED subdlstrict would 


span the Buffalo Creek watershed in 
Lake and Cook counties, and would have 
the power to condemn land and collect 
taxes. Larson said the subdlstrict would 
also bo able to borrow money from a 
federal agency and then issue bonds to 
repay the loan. 


"It would be at least nine months be- 


fore we could see a district," Larson 
said. "And it would be almost a yea: 
before we could get funding and really 
get it off the ground." 


Larson said the special subdlstrict 


would have to be created by referendum. 
Ho said the organizers of the subdlstrict 
would first have to have the majority of 
property .owners in the watershed sign a 
petition requesting formation of the sub- 
district 


A hearing on the new district would 


then be held and a report compiled from 
testimony at the hearing. Finally, the 
trustees of tho Lake and Cook County 


soil conservation districts would meet on 
the matter and hopefully vote In Its fa- 
vor. 


THE TRUSTEES of the two county dis- 


tricts would also be the governing body 
of the new subdlstrict. Larson said indi- 
vidual communities could hire their own 
engineers, run their own studies and then 
give them to the subdlstrict's trustees for 
Implementation. 


Each community will be represented 


at the meeting by three persons — the 
village president, the village manager, 
and one trustee. Two representatives of 
the North Cook County Soil and Water 
Conservation District will also attend.

Officials To Discuss Soil 
Conservation Subdistrict

Representatives from the communities 


in tho Buffalo Creek-Wheeling drainage 
ditch watershed will meet at 7:30 p.m. 
Oct. 28 at tho Buffalo Grove Village Hall 
to discuss the formation of a special sub- 
district of tho soil conservation district. 


Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Dan Lar- 


son proposed creating the subdlstrlct to 
control storm water in Buffalo Creek. 
Tho subdlstrlct would Include tho entire 
creek watershed, which runs from Lake 
Zurich to Wheeling. 


Larson presented the idea at a joint 


meeting of tho Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove village boards last month. At that 
time, the trustees from both villages de- 
cided to pursue the matter further. 


According to Larson, tho soil con- 


servation district law allows for the crea- 
tion of special subdistricts to deal with 
specific conservation problems. He sold 
that while special districts have been 
used downstate to combat soil erosion, 
they have never been used In an urban 


area for flood control 


T1IE PROPOSED subdlstrlct would 


span the Buffalo Creek watershed in 
Lake and Cook counties, and would have 
the power to condemn land and collect 
taxes. Larson said the subdlstrlct would 
also bo ablo to borrow money from a 
federal agency and then issue bonds to 
repay tho loan. 


"It would be at least nine months be- 


fore we could see a district," Larson 
said. "And it would be almost a year 
before we could get funding and really 
got it off tho ground." 


Larson said tho special subdlstrlct 


•would have to be created by referendum. 
Ho said tho organizers of the subdlstrict 
would first have to have the majority of 
property owners in the watershed sign a 
petition requesting formation of the sub- 
district. 


A hearing on the new district would

Is To Suburbs, 
Study Reveals 


More Palatine residents are working to 


suburban Cook County than ever before. 


That is the conclusion of the latest 


study prepared by sociologist Pierre de 
Vise, project director of the Chicago Re- 
giooal Hospital Study. 


De Vise based his findings on a com- 


parison of figures in the 1070 and I960 
censuses. 


The study focused on where people 


work and how they get to where they 
work. On the whole, de Vise found that 
industry relocating In the suburbs is 
creating a large market for employes in 
the suburbs, and at the same time fewer 
Jobs in the city of Chicago. 


De Vise provided the Herald with a 


breakdown of figures for Palatine, which 
substantiate the Chicago area trend. 


Fully 72 per cent of the 9,400-person

"Oh no — Another bingo night without sleep."

"ONCE, THE GUY who delivers our

William Watson thumbed through the 


scrapbook he's kept since he became 
Prospect Heights, postmaster in 1954. 


"As Prospect Heights goes so grows 


the post office — that's a quote I used 
many times over the years," smiled the 
white-haired Watson; who served for 18 
years at the Prospect Heights Post Of- 
fice. 
• 


Watson, almost 65, retired last month. 


A sign in front of his two-story brick 
home at 302 N. Elmhurst Rd. reads 
"SOLD." And he and his wife have pass- 
ports ready for the trip they plan to take 
to Florida and the West Indies before 
settling in California. 


The veteran > postman likes to, remi- 


nisce and can remember when the post 
office was just a collection of boxes In 
the drug store at Camp McDonald and 
Elmhurst roads. He recalls when the 
post office made the. move to its own 
building, still at the same corner. And he 
talks about the time in 1956, when the 
•mail was first home-delivered. 


"WE HAD SOME problems' with the 


switch, but nothing insurmountable," 
said Watson, whose glasses look as 
though they're about to slip off his nose 
any minute. 


He started to laugh. "We had this car- 


rier then who never carried mail before. 
I'm sure many people can remember 
TIOW for at least a week he and I drove 
around after dark, still delivering the 
mail." 


Still laughing, Watson told the story of 


one resident who always demanded he 
get his mail early in the morning, before 
the usual delivery. 
""He used to chase the carrier down the 
street," Watson said. "Once he claimed 
the carrier tried to run over him." 


Watson, now a grandfather, moved to 


Prospect Heights 20 years ago when you 
could look out the window and see cows 
•roaming in a nearby farmer's field. "The 
main shopping area was then downtown 
Des Plaines," he said. "Randhurst was 
just another field." 


NOW THE FIELDS have turned- into 


subdivisions and half-acre lots have re- 
placed most of the farmhouses. Watson 
likes the change.

• '.'I'm in favor of continued growth,"' he 
said. "But I: don't think;'old town' Pros- 
pect Heights should be i annexed. I hope< 
we can now. Incorporate.'The defeat in 
1958 of the proposal for Prospect Heights 
to become a city was the worst thing that 
ever i happen ,to. this area,"^contends 
Watson, who in the past has been active, 
in the Prospect Heights Improvement 
Association (PHIA).

Watson is excited about the future, but 


he says he'll miss Prospect Heights and 
its residents: "After all they're the' 
cream of the crop."

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Deadline To Appeal 
Tax Assessment Nears 


Homeowner* In Wheeling Township 


have only until Monday to appeal proper- 
ty tax assessments to the Cook County 
Board of Appeals. 


The townihip books were received Fri- 


day by the board of appeals, which al- 
lows 10 days for appeals to be made. If 
there is any reason to believe that the 
county assessor's decision on 'value1 of 
your property was in error, now is the 
time to appeal "or forever hold your 
peace," said Marshall Theroux, Wheeling 
Township assessor. 


Theroux suggests that the best evi- 


dence in making an appeal Is to learn the 
assessments of comparable property in 
your neighborhood. He said his office is 
prepared to help residents get this infor- 
mation. The township office Is located at 
1818 E. Northwest Hwy., Arlington 
Heights. 


A new assessment procedure went Into 


effect this year. Assessors no longer fig- 
ure an automatic depreciation factor in 
determining assessments, but base as- 
sessments on "fair market value," or 
what the house would bring if sold. 


Theroux said that in most cases this 


will mean an Increase in taxes for older 
homes, because past tax bills have been 
based on a figure that'was less than 
what me home actually was worth. New 
homes, on the other hand, probably have 
seen a reduction In assessed valuation, 
he said. 


THE INCREASE in taxes for older 


homes could mean savings that would 
have been realized under the old assess- 
ment system by elderly homeowners us* 
ing the Homestead Exemption "come 
close to being wiped out" But, he added 
that the Homestead Exemption is still • 
valuable In that elderly persons' taxes 
would be even higher than they are now 
had they not applied for the exemption. 


Residents who have made certain im- 


provements to their homes during the 
past year may also notice an increase in 
their tax bills, Theroux said. Some Im- 
provements do not Increase the assessed 
valuation of a home, but others will in- 
crease taxes as the value of the home Is 
increased. This has been true in the past, 
and Is not an effect of the new assess- 
ment procedures. 


Century Tile Ruling Nov. 8 


A formal copy of a proposed consent 


decree which would allow Century Tile 
Co. to build a new store on resldentiolly- 
zoned land in Mount Prospect will be 
voted on Nov. 8 by the village board. 


In a closed executive session Tuesday 


board members agreed to have the tile 
company's attorneys draw up the decree 
so they could formally vote on the mat- 
ter. Another executive session will be 
held before the Nov. B meeting. 


Should the consent decree not be ap- 


proved by the village board, Century Tile 
officials will probably bring the matter 
to court, according to Mayor Robert D. 


Tclchcrt. 


A suit was filed in February 1970 by 


company owners Paul Splewak and 
Frank Porks in which they have asked 
the court to force the village into per- 
mitting them to build a larger store on 
Rand Rd., just north of Muflch Buick. 
However, since this property is zoned 
residential, the village board has twice 
turned down attempts to build the build- 
ing.

Music For Youth 
Enrollment Down; 
Financial Crisis 


A drop in enrollment has created a fi- 


nancial crisis for Music for Youth, Inc., 
the parents' group that runs the In- 
strumental music program in Arlington 
Heights School Dist. 25. 


At the Oct M Dist 25 Board of Educa- 


Uoo meeting the non-profit organization 
will probably ask for assistance in the 
form of some type of financial support 


At the present time there are about 550 


students In the program, last year at this 
time there were about 800 students en- 
rolled Both the band program and the 
string program, which have about 270 
students each, have dropped off consid- 
erably this year. 


"It's very difficult to speculate about 


reasons for the drop in enrollment — 
there are probably lots of reasons," said 
Michael Fogel, president of Music for 
Youth. 


FOGEL SATO REASONS probably In- 


clude fewer new recruits to the program 
and some parent dissatisfaction with the 
band program last year. 


"The program has a donation of $30. 


It's not free. The students who were In 
the old Disk 25 band program graduated 


and new students don't fill their place," 
saldTogel. "It was easy for a parent to 
say yes to a child who wanted to try an 
instrument under the district program, 
but now if it may cost money, there may 
be second thoughts." 


The program, which is going into its 


second year of operation, asks for a do- 
nation of $30 per student per semester. 
About 90 per cent of the students pay the 
donation fee. 


"ANOTHER POSSIBLE problem is 


that there was some dissatisfaction with 
the band last year as there was little co- 
operation between the classes and the 
band," said FogeL 


"This year we've improved the pro- 


gram, but it's possible that some parents 
kept their children out because of last 
year." 


This year, Music for Youth has hired 


its own music teachers Instead of hiring 
a music school to direct the program and 
the school district has privided a teacher 
to coordinate bands. 


According to Fogel, IT the school board 


can't help, the alternatives will be'very

Both Hanson and Claude Daley, chair-

Sociologist Studies Work Patterns 
People Work In Suburbs 


Mora Arlington HclghU residents are 


working In suburban Cook County than 
over before. 


This was among the conclusions of the 


latest study prepared by sociologist 
Pierre de Vise, project director of the 
Chicago Regional Hospital Study. 


De Vise based his findings on a com- 


parison of figures in the 1970 and 1960 
censuses. 


The study focused on where people 


work and how they get to where they 
work. On the whole, de Vise found that 
Industry relocating in the, suburbs is 
creating more jobs in the suburbs, and af 
the same time fewer jobs in the City of 
Chicago. 


De Vise provided The Herald with a 


breakdown of figures for Arlington 
Heights which substantiate the Chicago 
area trend. 


FULLY 70 PER cent of the 25,376 work 


force is employed In suburban Cook 
County, 23 per cent more than In 1960. 
Some 27 per cent of the work force holds 
jobs in the Loop, according to the 1970 
census, a drop from the 43 per cent In 
1960. 


The remainder of the workers are em- 


ployed In Lake and DuPage counties. 


De Vise also noted that 81 per cent of 


the employed population drives to work, 
11 per cent more than in 1960. 


Some IS per cent now takes the train to 


work, and four per cent walks. In 1960,23 
per cent commuted by train, and seven 
per cent walked to work. 


Da Vise attributed the increase in the 


number of persons driving to work to the 
corresponding Increase In the number of 
jobs in the suburbs, and the limited 
amount of public transportation. 


HIS FIGURES also revealed that two- 


car families are now in the majority In 
Arlington Heights. In 1960, 4,500 families 
had one auto, and 2,400 families had two. 


In 1970, however, 7,500 families had 


one car, and 9,000 had two. The number 
of families with no cars, increased from 
260 In 1960 to 600 in 1970.

undesirable. 


Alternatives could include asking par- 


ents to pay more for the program, have 
a massive fund-raising campaign or cut 
back the program. 


"WE HAVE 4Vt TEACHERS on our

According to esti- 
mates, there are about 500 paying stu- 
dents in the program, which would bring 
in about $15,000 per semester, or $30,000 
per year. 


Therefore, the program is somewhere 


around $12,000 in the hole. 


Fogel isn't saying exactly what the 


school board will be asked to contribute, 
the school district has provided a teacher 
cannot give Music for Youth an outright 
cosh contribution.

population Increase. 
' "DO JOBS FOLLOW people to the sub- 
burbs or vice versa?" he said. "Is the 
demand for housing In the suburbs the 
£ause of suburban housing construction 


or does the supply of housing create the 
demand?" 


He suggested that industries are mov- 


ing from the city to the suburbs to pro- 
vide safe working environments for their 
employes ("the Northwest suburbs are 
about the farthest industries can get 
from the black population") and because 
they need more space for their plants. 


<• De Vise added he expects the trend of 
businesses moving to the suburbs to con- 
tinue "until the suburbs''are saturated 
and Chicago consists'of nothing but the 
very rich and the very poor."

has approved spending *2,174.25 for' the 
purchase ot 400 trees from the Charles 
KW"n ft Son nursery In -Arlington 
Heights. 


The trees, which will be planted 


throughout the village probably begin- 
nlng next month, are of five main vari- 
eties. 


Residents who are scheduled to have a 


tree planted In the parkway in front of 
their house this year will have the option 
of paying an additional sum to have a 
slightly larger tree planted, according to 
Asst Village Mgr. Darryl Kenning. 


Most of the standard trees are be- 


tween two and three inches In diameter. 


By paving an additional fee, residents 
will be able to order a slightly larger 
diameter tree and specify certain par- 
ticular Species, Konnlng said. 


The precise cost of UM bigger trees bas 


not been figured yet, although' it prob- 
ably will be about $25, he said. 


HOMEOWNERS scheduled for tree re- 


placement will be sent a letter explaining 
the tree options and listing the costs, 
Kenning said. 


The trees to be purchased are Marshall 


Seedless Green Ash, Emerald Queen 
Norway Maple, Greensplre Linden, Shal- 
master Honey Locust and Washington 
Hawthorn.

Harms said, charging that before this 
year, the village had not had a system- 
atic tree trimming for seven years. 


Arlington Heights Village Mgr. L. A. 


Hanson disputed the claim that trees 
were not being trimmed adequately and 
said he would prepare a report on the 
village tree trimming program for con- 
sideration at a later board meeting. 


This year all the trees in the Scandale 


subdivision were trimmed, be said. 


If the entire Arlington Heights Park 


District 13 million referendum 'passes 
Dec. 2, it would cost taxpayers about 12.5 
cents per f 100 assessed valuation. 


The referendum probably will Include 


a |3 million bond issue for Improvements 
and an Increase of .023 in the corporate 
tax rate to pay for maintenance on new 
facilities. 


The average Arlington Heights tax- 


payer would pay about $15 more for the 
first year of the tax. Each year there- 
after, tho rate would steadily decrease. 


"We figure the park district tax rate 


would go from .375 to .475 for the $3 mil- 
lion bond Issue," said Roger Burke, park 
district treasurer. "This Is based on the 
current total assessed valuation of the 
district, however, and since that total 
will probably go up, the rate may go 
down a little." 


Tho current bonding power of the dis- 


trict is $3.3 million. 


RESIDENTS MAY also be asked to ap- 


prove an increase in the park district's 
tax rate for the purpose of paintntning 
the new facilities. The raise 
would be .025 in the corporate tax rate, 
or 2.5 cents per $100 assessed valuation. 


The added tax rate would raise an esti- 


mated $70,000 for maintenance costs. The 
rate would add about $3 to the average 
ttox bill of Arlington Heights residents. 


At the present time, the average resi- 


dent with an equlllxed assessed valuation' 
of $12,000 pays a tax bill of about $900. Of 
that, about $45 goes to the park district

Thousands 


City council maneuvering over ward 


rodistrictiiig apparently will cost DCS 
Plaines thousands of dollars because of 
election preparation delays. 


City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach told the 


Herald yesterday she has hired two part* 
time employes to complete ward remap 
clerical work in time for the city's April 
1073 election. 


Mrs. Rohrbach said she intends to hlro 


a total of at least 10 part-time persons, 
who will receive $2.50 an hour, and set 
up remap headquarters in a storefront 
office near city hall. 


Tho city clerk talked of working be- 


tween mid-November and late December 
to complete preparations. Ten 40-hour a 
week workers for six weeks could cost 
$6,000, at the 13.50 hourly rate. 


TWO COUNCIL members, Aid. Alan 


Abrams (8th) and Aid. Robert Michaels . 
(8th) blocked consideration of a com- 
mittee-approved map Monday. A motion 
by the aldermen deferred consideration 
of tho remap until Nov. 6. 
, 


Mrs. Rohrbach told council members 


last month, after two of her remap pro- 
posals wore rejected "politically," that 
tho reapportionmcnt, required to meet 
"one man, one vote" court guidelines, 
must bo completed Oct. 15. 


She warned that further delay would 


force hiring of "20 people and increase 
my appropriations sky high." 


Hiring of the two housewives, who will 


begin work Nov. 13, will not require an 
Increase In Mrs. Rohrbach's $38,000 
budget As of Juno 30, tho clerk spent 
$20,000 and "wo think there's enough 
money left to hlro these people In my 
current budget 


"I just don't know how much this will 


cost I don't know tho speed these people 
can work at It's all very complicated 
and wo may need more money," sho 
said. 


MRS. ROHRBACH discussed funding 


of tho remap project with Comptroller 
Duano Biletx and Mayor Herb Bchrel 
yesterday. 


"A stroke of good luck" will save somo 


remap cost, Mrs. Rohrbach said. A city 
owned store, at 1428 Miner St., will bo 
vacated Nov. 1. The store, next to tho 
clerk's office, will be available for the 
remap. Mrs. Rohrbach said yesterday 
that she "already has hired a carpenter 
to put a door In" between her office and 
tho store. 


Tho three-week delay, after Abrams of- 


fered an alternate map more favorable 
to 8th Ward residents, caused Mrs. Rohr- 
bach Wednesday to delay her election 
preparation process. 


"I had scheduled today to begin," sho 


said. Three current, part-time city em- 
ployes were available to start the work. 
"Now I hove to wait to at least Nov. 8," 
sho said. "I've lost three weeks." 


THE PREPARATION, which includes 


plotting legal descriptions of wards and 
precincts, dividing the city into about 40 


precincts of less than 800 persons, check- 
Ing registration cards, locating polling 
places and legal publications, must be 
completed by early January, she said. 


Jan. 18 Is first day for candidates to 


file nominating petitions. "These1 people 
need to know the number of signatures 
they need. They'll want two, three or 
four weeks to circulate the petitions," 
she said. 


Mrs. Rohrbach estimates that the 


city's 30,000 voter registration cords 
must be handled at least three times to 
properly sort the cards, determine per- 
centage of people per precinct who voted 
In the last election and place cards in 
precinct binders. 


"I'm interested in people who can do 


an accurate job," Mrs. Rohrbach said. 
"I've already contacted the League of 
Women Voters who have members inter- 
ested In this sort of thing." 


THE COMMITTEE-APPROVED, map, 


which gerrymanders current aldermen In- 
to home wards, will be more difficult to 
divide. "Thinking of setting up the bound- 
aries ... I'm sick already," she said. 


The Abrams map, which contains more 


straight-line, common boundaries,would 
be easier to work with. "Where the build- 
Ing department records don't show bouse 
numbers, we'll still have to go out on 
foot," she said. 


Delay in considering the remap since 


last sprlng^may also cause difficulty in 
computerizing voter lists, Mrs. Rohrbach 
said. 


The election, in addition to remap 


costs, will total about $15,000, she esti- 
mated.

Police May 
Have 'Party 
Line' Radio 


by JACK PENCHOFF 


The Des Plaines Police Department, 


which now dispatches emergency calls 
on its own radio frequency, may be 
joined by two other area police depart- 
ments on the network in a countywide 
effort to eliminate overcrowded police 
radio channels. 


A communications study prepared for 


the Chicago-Cook County Criminal Jus- 
tice Commission by the Illinois Institute 
of Technology (ITT) Research Institute, 
says Des Plaines, Park Ridge and Rose- 
mont should share a single radio network 
for police calls. 


The study, as yet unreleased, which 


will be presented to the commission for 
final approval Nov. 14, outlines 26 net- 
works grouping suburban police depart- 
ments together according to location and 
number of calls handled. 


Senile Ebstein, of the ITT Research 


Institute, who helped prepare the study, 
said it will be up to the individual depart- 
ments to get together and decide whether 
they will follow the recommendations. 


Figures in the study show that in south 


suburban Cook County there are 35 towns 
with a total population of 464,858 on a 
single police radio network. , 


In west suburban Cook County one net- 


work is shared by departments in 17 sub- 
urbs with a total population of 334,705 
persons. 


Included in that network is Hillside, 


where Patrolman Anthony Raymond dis- 
appeared last month. At the time/police 
said Raymond's message relaying the li- 
cense number of an auto he was stopping 
was interrupted when another police de- 
partment began dispatching over the 
same frequency. Police believe the par- 
tial license number they got belonged to 
Raymond's abductors. 


On the other band, the small-commu- 


nity of Golf with a population of 500 has 
its own radio network. 


According to the communications study 


the number of networks available to po- 
lice departments would be increased 
from 6 to 26 because of more channels

Don't argue with anyone on the Maine 


East High School debate team, they're 
champions. 


Last year the school's varsity team 


took the state championship title and 
also won several national contests. David 
Jeffcrs, head of the speech and drama 
department, said this year's team is as 
good if not better and he is confident 
they will take the state title again in 
March. 


Two Maine East debaters, Tom Lam an 


and Mike Glnsburg, won the Baylor Uni- 
versity Institute debate, attended by 
debaters from 17 states, in Dallas, Tex., 
this summer. Lost year's champs at 
Maine East won the Baylor title in 1971. 


Interest in debate has soared this year, 


said Jeffers, as 35 students registered 
this fall for the beginning debate class. 
"Everyone loves a winning team," he 
said, and more and more students are 
joining the debate club as part of their 
after school activities. 


DEBATE IS the. most enriching extra- 


curricular activity a student can have, 
sold Jeffers. It teaches him "the ability 
to think on his feet," to do research, ex- 
press himself, work on a team and devel- 
op "critical thinking," he said. 


"The whole Idea of debating In tourna- 


ments is enjoyable," according to Gins- 
burg. "And it really can lead you Into a 
lot of other things" like research ability 
and the ability to think quickly, he said. 


Glnsburg says there's no question that 


the Maine East debate team will take the 
state title in March. "I have seen some 
of the teams in action and I've beaten a 
lot of them," he-said. 


Ginsburg said, the success of the Maine 


East debate team began about five years 
ago when Robert Swanson was hired as' 
the debate coach. Maine East has a new 
coach this.year, David Hamacher, and 
according'to Jeffers and Glnsburg, he's 
every bit as good as Swanson. 


THIS YEAR'S state-wide'debate topic 


is, "Resolved: that governmental flnan-' 
cial support for all elementary and sec- 


ondary 'education 'in' the' United States 
should be provided exclusively by the 
federal govemmet." Most debate tour- 
naments involve four rounds, two sup- 
porting the topic and two against it. 


Debate is a difficult mental exercise, 


said Jeffers. The debater must listen to 
his opponent, think about the reply he 
will make, and flip through his file cards 
to find the right information, all at-the 
same time. When his opponent is through 
he must put it all together and present 
his speech to the judges as eloquently 
and persuaslvly as possible. 


Parents at Maine East are just as en- 


thusiastic about debate as the students 
and- are organizing a boosters club this 
year to support the team. A small mem- 
bership fee'is asked of each parent and 
through these dues and fund-raising ac- 
tivities, the parents club hopes to send 
debaters to more tournaments this year. 


The debate club has a budget with 


funds supplied through the Dlst. 207 
'Board of Education. Parents hope to sup- 
plement the fund by giving debaters ad-

by Dick Cavett and Incorporated humor, 
song, skits and facts. The facts were re- 
pcated over and over again so that no 
ono could walk away from their set with- 
out understanding. 


I've spent a good deal of time talking 


with some of my young friends and ac- 
quaintances to get their feedback on the 
program. Those who saw "VD Blues" 
echoed the thoughts of one young man 
of 18: 


"They really laid It on straight," he 


said. "No way you could not understand. 
I knew a lot of stuff about VD before the 
program but I learned some stuff, too"

State law protects the priva- 
cy of any patient over the age of 12. This 
has been done to encourage young people 
to seek treatment who would not do so if 
their parents had to be notified. 


If a person has VD be is asked to give 


the names of the people be has bad sex- 
ual contact with. The department of 
public health will get in touch with these 
people and worn them of the probability 
of their having VD without using the orig- 
inal patient's name. 


With the information that is now avail- 


able, the number of clinics and treat- 
ment centers that are in operation and 
the sensible attitude that is being taken 
about VD'there seems to be no reason 
that it is raging around the United States 
in epidemic proportions. But it is. 


We, in our comfortable suburban 


homes, an no exceptions to the VD prob- 
lem as physicians and counseling 
agencies'can attest. I hope they show 
"VD Blues" again. And if they do, I 
strongly suggest you gather the family 
around the tube and watch it. It's worth

biology. The book sells for $10.80 new, 
said West, but the book store sold it for 
$4.25 used. Books that were $5 or $6 were 
sold for half price. A student could save 
as much as $15 by buying used books, be 
said. 


The used books were sold on a first- 


come, first-served basis, said West, and 
all 360 textbooks and most of the paper- 
backs were sold. About 25 Notre Dame 


students volunteered their time to oper- 
ate the store, he said. 


"An interesting sidelight was the re- 


spectability the student government 
gained," West said. "For example, when 
parents walked by our tables and saw 
students could save them money, they 
realized we were an active group trying 
to help them and Notre Dame." 


Although the administration was "a 


little reluctant" to allow students to set 
up the book store, the principal, Father 
Haycock, gave his approval, said West 
The project was so successful, said West, 
that the school administration plans to 
operate the used book store again next 
year.

Communications Commission for police 
and fire departments hi Cook County. 


Under the proposed distribution of po- 


lice radio channels, no more than six de- 
partments would be on any one frequen- 
cy. Communities with larger populations 
would have fewer departments sharing a 
channel. 


Under the proposal, Des Plalnes, Park 


Ridge and Roscmont — with a total pop- 
ulation of 112,000 — would be on the same 
network while Northlake, River Grove 
Melrose Park, Stone Park and Bellwood 
with a total population of 94,700 would be 
on another police frequency. 


Ebsteln said it would be up to the local 


departments, if they accept the recom- 
mendations, to decide whether the towns 
sharing the channel would want to set up 
a central dispatching center to service 
all the towns or hove each department 
dispatch individually. 


Arlington Heights, Mount Prospect and 


Elk Grove Village have already begun 
plans for dispatching from a regional 
center over the same frequency. 


EBSTEIN SAID Oak Park, Forest 


Park and River Forest are making plans 
to share one radio network but each town 
will have their own dispatching facilities. 


Des Plalnes police chief Arthur Hlntz 


bos indicated he would be inclined to 
share a network with Park Rldgo and 
Rosemont If the costs could be held to a 
minimum. Although some federal financ- 
ing is possible the amount has not yet 
been determined, Hlntz said. 
Lt Don Schcunemann of the Pork 


Rldgo police said his department Is pre- 
sently spending a large amount of money 
installing a new communications center

County suffers most from the problem of 
overcrowded police frequencies.

out the county," Schcuncmann said. 


Ho added that his department, which al- 


ready shares a channel with Roscmont, 
would also bo willing to Join with DCS 
Plalnes if the cost Is not too great.

AS ELECTION day approaches, one Is- 


sue that ought not be overlooked in sizing 
up candidates Is the consumer Issue. 


As far as the No. 1 political race is 


concerned, President Nixon has not ex- 
actly been tho consumer's best friend. 


Tho Republican National Committee, 


in its ampalgn literature, seeks to con- 
vince the consumer that tho President is 
on his side by listing the consumer legis- 
lation he has proposed — a grand total of 
three bills. 


One Is tho Fair Warranty Disclosure 


Act, which actually was proposed In Con- 
gress by Sen. Warren Magnuson and 
Rep. John E. Moss, both Democrats. 


A second proposal is tho Consumer 


Product Safety Act, under which the Sec- 
retary of HEW, (Health. Education and 
Welfare) would establish standards for 
such Items as Infant furniture. Another 
version of this bill, which would have 
created an agency Independent of cxccu-, 
tivo control to oversee product safety, 
aas opposed by the administration. 


The third Nixon bill Is a Consumer 


Fraud Prevention Act "to regulate un- 
scrupulous sales techniques." This Is a 
job already being done 'by most state 
governments (including Illinois.) and 
which probably is better left In the hands 
of tho states. 


ON THE OTHER side of the coin, the 


Nixon Administration has chalked up' 
quite a track record in opposing con- 
sumer legislation. 


At this writing, a bill to establish a 


consumer protection agency Is being 
stalled in tho Senate by an adminis- 
tration filibuster (which probably will 
kill tho bill for this session. The adminis- 
tration supports the House version of tho 
bill, which would eliminate 'grants to 
states for consumer protection services, 
prevent participation by the agency on 
behalf of consumers in legal proceedings, 
and eliminate a policy-making council of 
consumer advisers. With these changes, 
the bill is worthless. 


Another important area of consumer 


legislation is that of flamraablllty stan- 
dards. As many as 5,000 deaths and 
250,000 Injuries, result each year from 
burning fabrics. But Sen. Magnuson re- 
vealed last week that the Nixon Adminis- 
tration "promised to postpone federal 
flammablllty regulations for carpeting in 
order to got campaign contributions of 
$94,580 from a manufacturer on behalf of 
the Industry." 


GOING BACK further In the history of 


this administration, the Justice Depart- 
ment two years ago launched a success- 
ful battle against what would have been 
landmark consumer legislation — a bill 
that would have enabled-consumers to 
unite to sue allegedly dishonest business- 
es. The bill was also opposed by tho Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers and 
the Grocery Manufacturers of America. 
In Its place, tho administration proposed 
a bill that would severely limit class ac- 
tion suits and the powers of the Federal 
Trade Commission, and would eliminate 
criminal penalties for businessmen found 
guilty of fraud.

• THE NKON appointees to the Su- 


preme Court tipped the scales in favor of

Hawaii. The decision broke a string of 
precedents favoring plaintiffs against 
largo corporations. 


• THE DEPARTMENT of Agriculture 


tarried long in banning the use of cancer- 
Inducing DES in cattle feed when cattle- 
men objected. This prompted an inquiry 
by Sen. Edward Kennedy (D-Mass). 


* THE ADMINISTRATION favors 


weakening the provisions of the Delaney 
Amendment to the' Food, Drug and Cos* 
mclJc Act, which forbids any cancer* 
causing substance to bo used In food. 


• NO-FAULT INSURANCE, which was 


recommended by the Department of 
Transportation in 1970, would reduce the 
disparity between the $14 billion insur- 
ance premiums paid by consumers and 
tho $7 billion they receive in claims. The 
White House and tho Insurance Industry 
succeeded in killing tho bill for this ses- 
sion of Congress. 


•THE TRUTH in Advertising Act, 


which was Introduced by Mr. Nixon's op* 
poncnt, Sen. McGovem, would require 
advertisers to document the safety and 
performance of products. The adminis- 
tration opposes this bill, saying that the 
FTC already has a program for advertis- 
ing substantiation. But, with a limited 
staff, the FTC has In nine months asked 
for substantiation from only six in- 
dustries (30 per cent of this substantia- 
tion proved to be inadequate). Moreover, 
the FTC has no jurisdiction over com- 
panies that do not advertise nationally. 


• A SENATE study revealed thatjiuto 


repairs cost consumers an unnecessary 
$10 billion annually, and Sen. Phillip 
Hart (D-Mich) has introduced legislation 
calling for performance standards for 
cars, Inspection stations, and licensing of 
auto repair shops. The Nixon Adminis- 
tration opposes this bill as "not in the 
pubUc interest" 


The consumer is paying 10 per cent 


more In July 1972 for his food than he did 
In July 1971, and the price of bread is 
expected to go up still more following the 
U.S.-Soviet grain deal. According to the 
Agribusiness Accountability Project, a 
public Interest research group, the Nixon 
Administration capitulated to big grain 
exporters at the expense of consumers 
and small farmers in this deal.

It'i moving day for all tender bulbs 


and plants that itlll haven't been brought 
Indoors for the winter! 


So very many people enjoy holding on 


to their plants over the winter or starting 
new ones that I thought I'd outline sev- 
eral propagating tricks. 


Did you know that those lovely 


amaryllls bulbs for which you pay $4 or 
IS apiece can be Increased by bulb cut- 
tings? 


This method of propagation Is not too 


well known among gardeners, but offers 
a free, swift way of Increasing your 
stock. 


Do It this way: Quarter a large, ma- 


ture bulb lengthwise. Divide each quar- 
ter Into two or more wedges, being care- 
ful to Include a part of the bottom (or 
basal plate) of the bulb. Cut each wedge 
further by slipping a knife down between 
every third or fourth fleshy scale and 
slice through to the basal plate. 


EACH SLIVER will form another bulb. 


Plant the slivers vertically, with the low- 
er halves buried and upper part In the 
air, In flat containing a mix of peat moss 
and sand. When roots form in a few 
weeks or a few months (at most), repot 
the slices Individually In a peaty, sandy 
soil. 


Want to make more begonias? Don't 


wait for frost to cut down the foliage. 
Lift the whole plant, check for bulbtets 
on the bottom that con bo repotted. If, 
there are none, select a stem with three 
leaves, cut It and root It in a pot of damp 
vermlcullte. 


Break off the stem of the begonia at 


the base of the bulb, wash the bulb free 
of soil and: discard'the stem portion. Let 
the bulb dry in the.garage, and finally 
store all the bulbs In a cardboard box 
filled with dry vermlcullte In a cool, 
frost-free spot. *• » " 
' Some people just put gladioli away In 
paper bags, only to-find out in spring 
that the bulbs have shrivelled or been 
eaten up by thrips. 


SO HANDLE glads similar to the be- 


gonias, pulling up the entire plant, toss- 
ing it In the garage to dry out the fo- 
liage. When dry, remove baby cormlets 
(spawn) for repotting. They will bloom in 
two yean. Cut off the foliage right down 
to the corm, remove soil from the bulbs, 
dry and store as for begonias in dry ver- 
miculite. 


Impatlens saved over winter con be 


snipped and rooted In pots of wet perllte 
(or vermlcullte). Give them sun, 60-de- 
gree room temperature and high humid- 
ity. If your kitchen faces south, the sill 
over the sink Is the perfect spot 


Wo discussed geraniums here several 


weeks ago, but want to mention to be 
sure you make geranium cuttings 
squarely across the stem just beneath a 
node or joint on the stem where a leaf 
was' produced. Remember to remove 
lower leaves and spent blossoms from 
the geranium to avoid sapping strength 
away from root growth. 
" Don't try to root tuberous begonias or 
geranium slips In a glass of water. You 
could be tempting your luck in favor of 
stem rot instead of stem root.

Cullerton Denies, Assessment Hike

A News Analysis 


The charge* made by two Chicago 


newspapers Tuesday that County Asses- 
sor P. J. Cullerton has ordered a 19 per 
cent Increase on reassessments of homes 
In the north quadrant of the county ap- 
pear to be unfounded. 


The charges, which Cullerton has de- 


nied emphatically, stem from the quad- 
rennial reassessment of property hi sev- 
en suburban townships and three In Chi- 
cogo. 


This year, Cullerton's office has In- 


stituted a new system of assessing, and 
it Is only by coincidence the new system 
has been first applied to the north quad- 
rant 


Basically, the new system Is based on 


fair market value of the property and 
replaces the old "bricks and mortar" 
technique which considered only repro- 
ductive cost. 


Under the new system, the assessor's 


office determines the market value of the 
property and then takes a certain per- 
centage of that value as the assessed val- 
ue. 


The assessor's office announced, when 


it instituted the new system, that the as- 
sessment for single-family homes would 
equal 20 to 22 per cent of the market 
value.

Marshall Theroux, Wheeling Township 


assessor, said yesterday he has been 
compiling a study of the new assess- 
ments to the township to an effort to de- 
termine the results of the quadrennial as- 
sessment 


Theroux said the allegations- made 


against Cullerton's office appear to be 
premature. Theroux said, "We'don't have • 
enough public Information yet to com- 
pare the 1972 assessments with the ac- 
tual sales figure of homes to the area." 


The township assessor added, however, 


that based on a preliminary examination 
of the figures he has compiled to date, 
"It appears there has not been a sub- 
stantial change in assessed values." 


Theroux explained that white the old 


assessing system was not actually based 
on market value, a relationship has al- 
ways existed between assessed value and 
market value. 


That "unofficial" relationship, Theroux 


said, was that the assessment on single- 
family homes equalled about 20 per cent 
of market value. He said with the figures 
available to date, It appears the same 
relationship exists. 


Additionally, an examination of the to- 


tal assessed valuations for the township 
appear to contradict the alleged 19 per 
cent increase. 


The total assessed valuation for Wheel- 


Ing Township lost year was roughly 
$281,650,000. As a result of the recent as- 
sessment, the total assessed valuation 
for 1972, subject to change, Is approxi- 
mately $332,508,000, an increase of about 
$50,850,000, or about 18 per cent 


That would seem to support the 


charges of a 19 per cent increase, except 
that there are other reasons for an In- 
crease to assessed value. 


Initially, new construction to the town- 


'ship of about $30 million, can account for 
60 per cent of the Increase from last 
year. 


A substantial portion of the remaining 


40 per cent of the Increase can be attrib- 
uted to the higher assessments for va- 
cant land, commercial and industrial 
properties and the adjustments made to 
older homes. 


In other words, the 18 per cent in- 


crease in total assessed valuation can be 
attributed to new construction and as- 
sessing adjustments — and that the 20 to 
22 per cent figure for stogie-family 
homes remains accurate. 


Cullerton's office, however, does not 


come out of the controversy blameless. 


The difficulty In determining the rela- 


tionship between market value and as- 
sessed value exists because Cullerton's 
office refuses to disclose to anyone the 
method used for determining market 
value. 


Without that Information, any attempt 


to pinpoint the relationship of market 
value to assessment Is pure speculation. 
Also, without that information, the tax- 
payer has no way to determine it be Is 
being assessed — and therefore taxed — 
properly.

CULLERTON SAID a new system of 


assessing property has been instituted — 
a system which employs the market val- 
ue of the property as the basis for as- 
sessing rather than the old method of de- 
termining what it would cost to repro- 
duce improvements on the property. He 
said, "This does not mean an automatic 
Increase in your assessment. It does 
mean more equitable treatment for all 
taxpayers, both homeowners and owners 
of commercial and Industrial proper- 
ties." 


Generally, the hew assessment system 


has resulted in higher assessments for 
vacant land, older homes and com- 
mercial and industrial properties. The 
assessments on newer homes generally 
have been reduced through the new sys- 
tem. 


Cullerton said the system means, "I 


will continue to assess homes at a rate 
which is approximately half the rate ap- 
plied to commercial and Industrial prop- 
erties." 


He said, "It is time that irresponsible 


members of the press stop their juggling 
of statistics which only mislead the pub- 
lic." 


THOMAS M. TULLY, chief deputy as- 


sessor, said the home classification per- 
centage for homes In the north quadrant 
used hi the recently completed quadren- 


nial assessment remains at 21 to 23 per 
cent of market .value. He said home as- 
sessments for suburban areas have ei- 
ther remained the same or .gone down.. 


"In general, the big increases in as- 


sessments in the north quadrant are tak- 
ing place in industrial properties," Tully 
said, "particularly In the newer proper- 
ties. 'Assessments for some shopping cen- 
ters are being Increased." 


The assessor also responded ,to Gov. 


Richard Ogilvie, who said Tuesday he 
will order a complete reassessment of 
property in Cook County if the assessor 
does not make "drastic changes" In his 
operations next year.

The governor's threat-was made in 


conjunction with the 900-page report 
which charged, "The entire method of 
operation of the assessor's office Is to 
avoid complaints from taxpayers." 


Richard Kissel, who compiled the re- 


port after an investigation initiated by 
Ogilvie last April, said a taxpayer now 
is, "completely in the dark as to how his 
property assessment Is made, and there- 
fore, is at the mercy of the assessor." 


Cullerton said, "The only truly accu- 


rate statement in the report Is the candid 
admission that it' was prepared by a 
group of law students who know nothing 
about professional appraising. This fact 
is painfully apparent from a reading of 
the repoVt" 


The assessor also charged, "The so- 


called unbiased law students who pre- 


pared the report were summer patron- 
age_ employes of the governor." 


Cullerton said the report, coming three 


weeks before the election, "is a feeble 
attempt by the governor to bolster his 
faltering campaign for reelection."

NON-CONFERENCE RECORD: 7-4-1

Living on the midwestern plains, It's 


difficult for the Chicago suburbanite to- 
be aware of all the skiing meccas in the 
Rocky Mountains, Grand Tetons or High 
Sierras. 


So naturally, you find someone who is . 


. . like Starr Walton who put on her first 
pah- of skis at the age of three and is 
familiar with almost every skiing area of 
the Western United States.. 


There isn't loo much that the native 


Californian doesn't know about the sport 
that in the past several seasons has 
snowballed in popularity. Now a family 
affair, more and more skiing resorts are 
opening up to accommodate this fired-up 
interest. 


For those planning winter vacations on 


skis, the season out West usually begins 
a r o u n d mid-November and carries 
through Easter vacation. 


"The belt time I think to ski out 


West Is the week' after New Year's. The 
holiday crowds have left and the snow 
conditions ore very good," said Mlis 
Walton, in town recently for United Air 
Lines who this winter Is again operating 
special ski-oriented Snowbird flights. 


Starr Walton affirms she has no one 


favorite area, though she admits Individ* 
unl resorts do have distinct character- 
istics. 


The novice skier need not worry. He 


will be accommodated at the majority of 
areas out West that specialize in ele- 
mentary and intermediate runs as well 
as more difficult ones. 


One exception is Taw, N.M., a resort 


that Is geared primarily to the inter- 
mediate and advanced skier." 


"Taos doesn't offer such a tremendous 


variety of slopes. It's also harder to get 
to ... 
almost a full day's drive out of 


Denver," said Miss Walton who was a 
member of the 1964 U.S. Women's Olym- 
pic Ski Team. 
' 


While the established reputations of 


Aspen and Vail, Colo., annually attract 
an entourage of jnldwestern elders, other 
newer area* seriously being looked over 
are Keystone, Colo.,- Park City, Utah, 
and Alpine Meadows, Calif. 


Of course most vacationers are inter- 


ested in more than just the right skiing 
conditions. When later afternoon arrives 
and the runs close, everyone heads down 
to town for dinner and-a little local color. 


Night life In the form of discotheques 


and pubs is available in almost every 
Western ski area. 


"Vail, Aspen and Jackson Hole are still 


considered the swinging places for young 
couples and singles," said Starr Walton. 
"And if you're looking for big name en- 
tertainment, it can be found in the Taos 
area." 


Gambling is an advantage of Ne- 


vada. Both Snowbird and Alta, two skiing 
areas In Utah, are located 30 miles out- 
side of Salt Lake City and 40 minutes 
from Reno, 


A flavor of the old wild west is a part 


of both Breckinrldge, an old Colorado 


raining town and Steamboat, a relatively 
new area four hours from Denver that in 
the last year has received a lot of public- 
ity. Promoting Itself'with old fashioned 
hayrides and steak bakes, Steamboat of- 
fers a cowboy environment that is much 
less sophisticated than Aspen whose for- 
mer cattle ranchers and cowpokes haye 
long since fled the scene. 


If you prefer having the slopes rela- 


tively all to yourself, check out Crested 
Butte outside of Denver, an area noted 


< for good skiing and few people. 


Also Tellmide 
Is 
opening 
this 


year. It's the newest of the Colorado ski 
areas, another old mining town that has 
been'reinbablted and turned Into a rec- 
reational area. 


Tellnrlde is also famous for something 


else. It's the reported site where Butch 
Cassidy made his first unauthorized bank 
withdrawal. 


"A super family spot that is noted for 


its excellent groomed slopes, is Winter 
Park, Colo.," said Starr Walton. Seventy- 
five per cent of the trails are marked 
either beginner or intermediate. 


Other skiing resorts are located hi up- 


per California and Nevada where a lower 
altitude offers a milder climate. Yet ski 
runs are as long as those in Colorado. 


"You can ski two states at the same 


time, California and Nevada, at Heaven- 
ly VaUey ,in the Sierras," said Miss Wal- 
ton. 
. "California skiing is characterized by 
a greater variety of snow conditions," 
she continued. "Like Colorado, California' 
has both powder and hard packed snow. 
In addition, California has a granular 
corn snow that is caused by alternating 
thawing and freezing," she continued. 
'."It makes excellent spring skiing. Wet 


powder is the most difficult snow condi- 
tion western skiers experience. Neither 
Colorado nor California has ice." 


In general the United Air Lines 


representative said that all ski areas 
were developing good cuisine. Restau- 
rants specialize in anything from seafood 
to Chinese dinners. 


"Better transportation to the resorts is 


much less harassing on the passengers 
today," she continued, "and cars are sel- 
dom necessary. But sometimes it is 
better to have a 'car in California and 
around Salt Lake City, Utah," she added. 


And where accommodations are con- 


cerned, the gamut Is run, from dormi- 
tories to private chalets. 


Those wishing to experiment with 


cross country skiing are wise to remain 
In Colorado where special trails and ski 
packages have been created to cater to 
the new surge in this sport. Packages 
are also available to enable a skier to try 
several different areas in the same trip.

'Develop A Will To Win' 
Says Bulls' Pat Williams

Chicago Bulls' General Manager Fat 


, Williams is clever — effectively clever. 


He had to be clever to successfully sell 


professional basketball to Chicago — a 
city that had rejected five previous fran- 
chises. Williams was clever again yester- 
day. 


Addressing over 200 principals attend- 


ing the Illinois Principal's Association 
Fall Conference at the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, Williams emphasized the 
moral value of sports. 


The 32-year-old wizard preached the 


"tremendous amount of good that comes 
from athletics" despite first acknowledg- 
ing "all Is not well In the world of 
sports." 


He dwelled on the undue strain heaped 


upon 8-9 year-old athletes J>y parents and 
amateur-level coaches so that by the 
time the kids are 10-11, "they couldn't 
care less." 


He recognized the "immoral college 


recruiting, the cheating, the hypocrisy 
and buying of the high school athletes." 
And he spoke first-hand of the greed of 
the pro athletes whose lone concern is 
the accumulation of money. 


Then, by cleverly situating .his captive 


audience of high school principals into a 
role as high school athletes, Williams 
proceeded to outline the moral value of 
sports. 


He set down a program of eight quali- 


ties that he felt a high school athlete 
should possess. "Develop the will to 
win," Williams stressed as his opening 
point Paraphrasing the Grantland Rice 
line that when the Great Scorer writes 
the score 'next to yonr name, it's not 
whether you won or lost, but how yon 
played the game, Williams admitted, "I 
disagree." "You must have a burning de- 
sire in your heart to win. Those that 
don't, will perish in this totally- com- 
petitive society. 


"Secondly, I would encourage you to 


strive for perfection," he said, citing 
baseball's Ted Williams and basketball's 
Hal Greer as examples of how practice1 
(one percent inspiration and 99 per cent 
perspiration) have paid off for them.* 


Bull Bob Weiss was mentioned in Wil- 


liams' third quality of "refusing to give 
up." Weiss, who mulled around in the 
minor leagues, stuck with it to become 
what Williams called, ."probably the best 
third guard In the league." < 


"Welcome competition" was yet anoth- 


er attribute Williams hoped his audience 
of high schoolers would possess and "be-, 
lieve the impossible," he added. ".. JBut 
a man's reach should exceed bis grasp, 
or what's a heaven for?" Williams 
quoted. 


Inspiration and enthusiasm also found 


a spot in the 1962 Wake Forest grad's 
presentation. "Jesus is the greatest In- 
spiration and source of enthusiasm," the 
avid member of the League Of Christian 
Fellowship Athletes stressed. 


"You can only go as high as your faith 


and confidence," Williams added. "Hitch 
your wagon to a star." 


His final point concerned disciplining 


your Uves and maintaining health and vi- 
•tality, even If" it means giving up certain 
desirable things. 


In conclusion, Pat asked his pre- 


tentious youngsters to sacrifice spirit and 
att|tude, develop a sound mind and body, 
be coachable and maintain a deep sense 
of humility. 


"Do the best you can, but remember, 


there's no indispensible man."
